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H  E  Pariili  of  St.  MARGA¬ 
RET  in  M/T eft  min  ft  er  is  laid  to 
confift  of  a  great  Number  of  Ro¬ 
man  Catholicks  :  I  am  the  rather 
inclin’d  to  believe  it,  when  I  con« 
fider  the  foolilli  Opinions  retain’d 
this  Way.  The  People  here,  it  ieems,  are  ex¬ 
treme  cautious  of  being  out  too  late  at  Night, 
becaufe  of  the  Iqueaking  Woman,  call’d  Long 
Margery ,  who  is  a  great  Haunter  of  this  Pa~ 
rilh.  This  Apparition  (  as  the  Tradition  laith,) 
appears  in  various  Shapes  and  Forms,  and  has 
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been  feen  and  heard  at  Times,  by  mod:  of  the 
Women  in  this  Part  of  the  Town.  The  parti¬ 
cular  Office  of  this  Ghoffc  is  to  vifit  the  Doors 
of  Women  in  Child-bed  only,  and  if  they  are 
not  for  this  Life,  to  give  them  fair  Warning 
by  three  loud  Shrieks  \  and  if  a  Midzvifie  or  a  Nurfie 
do  but  report  they  have  heard  any  thing  like  this, 
though  the  Woman  fhall  be  in  the  moft  happy 
Way  of  Recovery,  the  Husband  would  be  thought 
zvorfh  than  an  Infidel ,  if  Preparations  are  not  im¬ 
mediately  made  for  his  Wife’s  Funeral.  I  have 
heard  that  it  would  be  as  difficult  to  perfuade 
thele  People  out  of  this  Notion,  as  it  would  be 
the  Foot  Guards  out  of  their  Fohacco  and  Geneva , 
fo  ftrongly  are  they  confirm’d  in  it.  There  goes 
likewife  a  Story  of  another  Apparition,  and  that 
is  the  good  Lady  D  —  c — re ,  who,  they  fay,  takes 
a  Pride  in  riding  about  the  Streets  at  Midnight 
in  a  Chariot,  with  the  Footmen,  Horfes,  and 
the  reft  of  her  Retinue  without  their  Heads, 
and  has  been  feen  by  Thoufiands.  I  have  been 
told'  of  an  Irijh  Gentleman,  who  was  fo  difturb’d 
and  terrify ’d,  at  the  Report  of  the  Appearance 
of  this  ftrange  Speftre,  that  he  apply  d  to  a  Juf- 
tice  of  the  Peace  for  his  Warrant,  to  get  her 
Ladyfhip  taken  up.  Nay,  an  honeft  Bookfeller 
of  my  Acquaintance  in  Weft minfter-h all ,  who 
fhall  be  namelels,  has  allur’d  me,  that  this  Place 
is  fo  haunted,  that  both  he  and  his  Wife,  who 
were  horn  in  the  Night ,  and  are  apter  to  per¬ 
ceive  Things  of  this  Nature  than  other  Peo¬ 
ple,  plainly  beheld  one  Evening  juft  about  duskifio 
the  Apparition  of  the  Marque  la  Poltronifey  a 
Cornet  kill’d  in  the  French  Army  at  Hochftedty 
making  an  Attempt  to  heal  down  the  Colours 
and  Standards  as  hang  up  in  the  Hall,  in  Me¬ 
mory 


mory  of  that  Battle  \  but  that  the  Shop-keepers 
being  alarm’d,  and  Monfieur  finding  himfelf  dife 
cover’d,  he  vaniftf  d  away  after  the  French  Field 
Fajhion . 

During  the  Recefs  of  Parliament  and  the 
Courts  of  Juftice,  the  Trades-people  here  are 
the  moft  complaiiant  and  obliging,  of  any  in 
the  Town.  I  have  feen  an  hundred  Courtefies 
dropt  for  the  Sale  of  a  nine-penny  Night-cap  j 
and  a  pair  of  Gloves  of  fourteen  Pence  purchase, 
lent  home  in  a  very  decent  Manner  as  far  as 
JVloiteVhappeL  In  this  Seafbn  it  is  efteem’d  the 
beft  Parifh.  in  London  for  the  ftudious  and  con¬ 
templative,  a  Cat  being  affoon  to  be  leen  in  a 
Cathedral,  or  a  Lawyer  at  an  Evening  Lecture, 
as  a  hdckney  Coachman  in  either  of  the  Palace* 
Yards  \  theie  tumultuous  Birds,  like  Swallows  in 
the  Winter,  taking  their  Flight  to  kinder  Cli¬ 
mates  j  and  ?tis  a  common  Gbfervation  that  for 
the  firfb  Day  of  a  Seffion  of  Parliament ,  or  of  a 
Term ,  there  is  more  Joy  exprefs’d  in  Wefiminfter - 
hall,  than  there  is  in  the  Gqte-houfe  for  an  AT  of 
Grace. 

Parifh  is  remarkable  for  the  Refidence 
it  gives  to  a  great  Number  of  brave,  honeft, 
idle,  ioyal  Fellows.,  who,  to  do  ’em  juftice,  would 
gladly  work,  if  they  had  it.  Theie  Gentlemen 
are  generally  vifihle  in  a  Morning  at  Young  Man's 
and  the  Tilt-Yard ,  rakcing  in  the  News  Papers 
for  ApprehenfionSy  military  Preparations ,  Ruptures , 
&c.  But  on  the  hare  Mention  of  a  Plenipo , 
they  appear  as  Ample  as  a  Citizen  in  the  draw¬ 
ing  Room ,  or  a  Maid  the  Morning  after  Mar¬ 
riage,  that  Term  being  full  as  terrible,  as  a 
IV rit  from  the  Mar  foals  Court  ^  for  the  one  cur¬ 
tails  their  Subfiftence,  as  the  other  abridges  their

Liberty :  Two  valuable  Privileges  belonging  to 
Englijhmen . 

In  the  Fields  of  this  Parifh  {lands  a  famous 
Factory  for  Hemp,  which  is  wrought  with  grea¬ 
ter  Induftry  than  ordinary,  becaufe  the  Manu¬ 
facturers  often  enjoy  the  Fruits  of  their  own  La¬ 
bour,  a  Privilege  not  to  be  boafted  of  in  many 
other  Countries  3  though,  by  the  Way,  great 
Numbers  of  Englijh  Gentlewomen  have  here  a 
Reftraint  put  upon  their  Liberties }  and  for  no 
other  Reafon  than  a  free  Exercife  of  their  Pro¬ 
perties,  which,  I  know,  has  given  noflmall  Of¬ 
fence  to  divers  of  the  Friends  of  our  excellent 
Confutation.' 

This  Part  of  the  Town  often  leads  me  into 
the  P  ark,  where  I  have  with  Pleafure  beheld  the 
Bravery  and  Intrepidity  of  the  Officers  of  the 
Englijh  Army.  I  know  a  Gentleman,  who,  when 
he  was  upon  the  Point  of  being  admitted  into 
Scarlet ,  it  was  queried  amongft  the  Core,  whe¬ 
ther  he  was  duly  qualified,  becaufe  he  happened 
to  be  born  without  a  Sajh ,  till  he  gave  the  Per^ 
Ion,  who  firft  objected  it,  a  moil  convincing  Proof* 
of  his  Capacity,  to  ferve  his  Country  in  a  mili¬ 
tary  Way.  This  very  Gentleman  have  I  feen 
charge  a  whole  Batallion  of  Foot  on  the  Parade , 
with  no  other  Weapon  than  an  oaken  Plant, 
whereby  many  a  brave  Fellow  has  drop’d,  and 
he  is  now  alive  and  well  *,  tho’  not  many  Years 
ago,  there  was  an  O  fficer  who  had  a  Ball  lent  Ex- 
prefs  thro’  his  Peruke ,  for  being  fomething  too  ven- 
turefbme  that  Way. 

The  daily  Difpofition  of  the  feveral  Guards 
and  Garrifons  is  a  Sight  worthy  the  Obfervation 
of  a  Foreigner.  The  Guard  that  marches  to  St. 
James  s,  may  well  enough  be  ftifd  the  Broom 
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of  the  Parky  for  fweeping  away  the  idle  Rtib- 
bijfh  of  the  Town,  which  litters  the  Parade  eve¬ 
ry  Morning.  The  Mufick  with  which  this  Guard 
is  nfually  attended,  has  broken  the  Bands  of 
Friendship  between  many  a  Journeyman  Shoe* 
Maker  and  his  Maher  3  and  I  have  known  a 
Man  of  Quality  hand  curling  himlelf  a  full 
Hour  together  for  his  Peruke ,  on  this  Account  5 
and  a  Letter  which  has  required  the  utmoft 
Difpatch,  kept  Pace  with  the  red  heel’d  Shoes 
of  a  Colonel.  Hence  it  is,  that  fuch  Numbers 
of  Apprentices  get  their  Heads  broke,  and  the 
News  Papers  crouded  with  Advertifements  of 
Run-aways.  I  believe,  that  if  this  Mirth  was 
to  be  pra&iled  through  the  City,  the  People  at 
St.  James's  waould  foon  have  a  fine  Conlbrt  about 
their  Ears*,  and  perhaps  the  Town  filled  too  with 
Petitions  and  P  rot  efts. 

St.  JAM  E  S' s  in  JVefiminfter  has  a  very 
large  Share  of  the  Nobility  and  Gentry,  yet  aPer- 
ion  of  an  indifferent  Rank,  may  find  a  va¬ 
cant  Seat  in  the  Church  on  the  Sabbath.  The 
Quality,  who  fly  about  here  with  their  fump- 
tuous  Equipages,  imagine  themfelves  to  be  the 
Admiration  of  the  Vulgar  Sort.  On  the  contrary, 
they  are  the  only  Objefds  of  their  Ridicule,  they 
being  too  well  acquainted  with  their  moll  pri¬ 
vate  Affairs.  Molt  of  the  Quality  judging  them¬ 
felves  fecure,  in  their  more  fiecret  Vices,  from 
the  feeming  Ignorance  of  thole  about  ’em  *,  when  it 
is  notorious,  that  a  louring,  awkardly  Fellow,  with 
a  Weft  Country  Countenance,  whom  no  Body 
would  fufpeft  no  more  than  the  Devil,  fliall  car¬ 
ry  off  the  whole  Converfation  of  a  Tea-Table, 
and  report  it  V irbatim  to  half  the  Ale-Houfes 
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in  Town.  A  Man  of  Quality’s  Letters  to  a  Ma¬ 
tron  upon  the  Subject  of  a  Girl,  or  to  his  Mi- 
jffixeft,  are  frequently  expos’d  to  one  Third  of 
the  Parifli,  before  they  reach  Directions.  Wax 
and  Wafers,  being  but  trifling  Obftacles  to  thefe 
penetrating  People’s  Curiofities :  Their  conftant 
Method  being  to  furnifh  themfelves  with  Mat¬ 
ter  of  Reproach  againft  their  Mafters  and  Mi- 
ftreJfkSy  the  better  to  prevent  a  Difiniffion,  elle 
jiow  fhould  it  happen,  that  io  many  Valets  and 
Grooms ,  are  daily  provided  for ,  and  fo  many 
pert  taunting  Hujfeys  continued  in  their  Places, 
upon  Foot  of  not  the  leafl:  Merit,  but  that  of 
their  being  capable  to  furniih  Matters  for  a  new 
JiialantiSy  out  of  the  feveral  Families  they  are 
entertained  in. 

During  the  late  War  with  France ,  the  In- 
duftry  of  that  Court  was  fuch,  that  its  Agents 
found  Means  to  corrupt  moft  of  the  Valets  and 
Footmen  of  our  prime  Nobility  ^  and  indeed  it 
was  a  Stratagem  as  furpriz’d  all  Europe y  for  by 
this  Method  they  arrived  at  an  early  Knowledge 
of  many  material  Occurrences.  At  Paris  I  have 
been  aflfur’d,  that  the  Difcovery  of  the  Dunkirk 
Plot  was  owing  to  the  Perfidy  of  a  Scotch  No* 
Neman’s  running  Footman,  however  it  happen’d, 
that  a  certain  great  EngUJh  Lady  came  to  be  io 
induhrioufly  and  falfly  afpers’d  on  that  Ac¬ 
count  5  and  I  have  fince  had  a  more  favourable 
Opinion  of  the  late  Eleftor  o^sBav — iay  for  I  re¬ 
member  our  Camp  in  Flanders  fwarmed  with 
thele  Varlets  at  that  Time.  There  are  few  but 
know  that  the  Treaty  of  Utrecht ,  was  publicity 
talk’d  of  in  the  late  Lord  Boling— ke\  Kitchen, 
long  before  Monfieur  Mefnager  landed  with  the 
Preliminaries  at  Dover  \  and  that  the  Preten- 
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ders  refiding  at  Somerfet-Houfe  Incog,  in  the 
Year  of  Peace,  was  blabbed  out  by  one  of  the 
Duke  d’  Aum-*-nf s  Poftillions.  That  remar¬ 
kable  Intrigue,  carried  on  in  a  Perlon  of  Quali¬ 
ty’s  Houle,  near  Hanover- Square ,  had  been  ap- 
parently  known  to  all  the  Grooms  and  Footmen  in 
Town,  many  Months  before  the  Ladfs  Father 
or  Mother  had  the  lead  Suipicion  of  the  Af¬ 
fair  •  and  when  it  did  at  length  come  to  their 
Knowledge,  the  Difcovery  was  owing  to  an  Ac¬ 
cident  two  memorable  to  be  forgotten. 

The  greater  Diftance  the  Quality  keep  their 
lefler  Servants  at,  thele  Sort  of  Matters  are  the 
farther  kept  from  their  Knowledge  though  I  know 
lbme  prudent  Families,  who  are  never  without 
their  Agents  for  the  Affairs  below  Stairs  $  but 
thefe  are  generally  blown  and  hated,  and  often¬ 
times  fall  in  with  the  Meafures  of  the  Kitchen  \ 
qnd  then  make  but  an  infignificant  Report  to  the 
Chamber . 

There’s  nothing  more  common  in  this  Part 
Of  the  Town,  than  for  People  of  Quality  and 
Rank,  to  receive  Preferences  and  Smiles ,  with  o- 
ther  Tokens  of  Familiarity,  from  Perfons  they 
never  heard  of,  or  beheld  before.  I  was  once 
walking  in  the  Mall  with  a  Gentleman,  who 
about  half  an  Hour  before,  had  commen¬ 
ced  an  Acquaintance  with  me  at  a  little  Coffee- 
Houle  within  the  Verge  :  His  Name,  as  I  re¬ 
member,  was  Mac  Shuffle ,  by  the  Token  he  took 
a  Glals  of  Ufquebagh  at  the  Bar,  and  threaten’d 
to  pay  for  it  when  he  returned.  There  palled 
before  us  a  Nobleman  veiled  with  a  blue  Garter 3 
and  his  Servants,  I  obierved,  were  worried  about 
by  the  People,  to  know  what  Duke  it  was,  tho* 
he  happen’d  to  fall  two  Degrees  below  that  Dig** 
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»t£y.  Mr.  Mac  Shuffle  begs  my  Pardon  for  a 
Moment,  and  ftept  up  very  eagerly  to  his  Lord - 
Jhipy  and  makes  him  the  moft  obfequious  Bowj 
lome  Civilities  palfed,  but  I  was  at  too  great  a 
Diftance  to  learn  the  Subject  of  their  Confe¬ 
rence,  which  laded  about  a  Minute  and  an  half, 
when  Mr.  Mac  Shuffle  returned,  and  acquaints 
me,  that  he  had  given  his  Lordjhip  an  Invita¬ 
tion  to  the  Seat  of  his  Family  in  Berkjhire ,  to 
fell  a  Brace,  or  two,  of  Pheafants ,  and  breathe 
their  Air  for  a  Week  or  lb,  upon  the  Score  of 
a  very  long  and  intimate  Acquaintance  between 
them.  At  prelent  I  was  neither  able  to  credit 
or  dilcredit  him :  But  he  meeting  with  two  other 
Berkjhire  Gentlemen  of  his  Acquaintance,  I  ob¬ 
tained  my  Enlargement  and  applying  my  lelf  to 
one  of  the  Earl  s  Footmen,  I  defired  he  would 
iatisfy  my  Citriofity  fo  far,  as  to  inform  me, 
what  really  pals’d  between  his  Mailer  and  my 
Friend.  The  Fellow  readily  told  me,  that  the 
poor  Gentleman,  ipeaking  low  to  his  Lord,  told 
him,  He  was  in  the  utmojl  Diftrefs ,  and  begged 
his  Lordffip  to  give  him  an  Opportunity  to  lay  be - 
fore  him  a  more  particular  Account  of  his  Miff 
fortunes  and  Poverty ,  in  order  to  his  Charity . 

St.  ANNE  in  Soho.  King  Charles  IL 
of  pious  Memory,  was  a  great  Benefactor  to  this 
Pariih }  for  loon  after  the  Plague  in  London ,  he 
re-peopled  it  with  ten  thoufand  Proteffant  Fami¬ 
lies,  who  proved  the  moil  implacable  Enemies 
the  late  French  King  ever  had  f,  their  Zeal  againit 
the  grand  Monarch  was  luch,  that  upon  the  News 
of  his  lofing  of  a  Battle,  or  a  Town,  many  of 
them  would  willingly  have  made  Bonfires  of  their 
own  Bodies ,  had  they  been  but  of  a  proper  Con- 

iiitency. 


fiftencyi  Rdgoufts ,  Soups ,  and  Fricafies ,  are  migh¬ 
tily  talk’d  of  this  Way  3  and  the  Eng - 

lifh  here,  are  the  moft  gay  in  their  outward 
Appearance  of  any  People  in  London ,  a  pauper 
Drels  being  efteemed  a  dreadful  Impiety ,  and  to 
appear  in  Inch  at  the  Church  is  thought  a  Pro¬ 
fanation  of  the  Sabbath.  Here’s  a  certain  great 
Lady ,  who,  becaufe  the  Keys  of  her  ftrong  Box 
have  been  miffing  ever  fince  the  South-Sea  was 
at  High-water ,  runs  the  Hazard  of  D — m n. 

Once,  on  a  Sabbath  Day,  I  was  requeued  to 
dine  with  a  Shopkeeper  in  this  Pariih  3  the  Man’s 
Income,  I  believe,  might  amount  to  about  fe- 
venty  Pounds  per  Annum ,  and  his  Family  com 
filled  of  one  Wife  and  a  Daughter  of  about  eigh¬ 
teen  3  they  were  extraordinary  Oeconomifts,  brew'd 
their  own  Beer,  wajh'd  at  home,  made  a  Joint 
hold  out  two  Days,  and  a  Shift  three  3  let 
three  Parts  of  their  Houle  ready  furnilh’d^  and 
kept  paying  one  Quarter’s  Rent  under  another. 
In  fuch  like  Circumllances  had  they  gone  on  for 
lome  Years,  and  the  worfl  the  World  could  fay 
of  them  was,  Float  they  liv'd  above  what  they 
had ,  that  their  Daughter  was  as  proud  a  Slut  as 
ever  clapt  Clog  on  Shoe  Leather ,  and  that  they  en¬ 
tertained  Lodgers  as  were  no  better  than  they  Jhould 
be.  This,  one  would  think,  is  a  pretty  tole¬ 
rable  Sort  of  a  Character,  confidering  how  Cha¬ 
racters  and  Neighbourhoods  go  now  a- Days  3  for 
if  that  a  Family  would  live  devoid  of  thefe  Sort 
of  Reflexions,  they  mull  Ihut  themlelves  up  in  an 
Inn  of  Courts  where  the  Husband  runs  the  Ha¬ 
zard  of  being  horn'd  every  Day  of  his  Life  3  lb 
that  according  to  the  Proverb,  Fhere's  never  4 
good  Conveniency ,  &c.  My  Orders  were  not  to  ex¬ 
ceed  half  an  Hour  pall  twelve,  the  Time  the 
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P—  n  ufualiy  returns  the  People  on  the  Hands  of 
the  PariSh,  and  the  time  their  Dinner  Seldom 
fail’d  of  being  on  the  Table.  I  was  fo  punctual, 
that  we  all  met  together  at  the  Door,  the  good 
Folks  from  the  Church,  and  I  from  the  Rum¬ 
mer.  Mrs.  Mary  and  her  Mother,  had  no  foon- 
er  enter’d  the  Houle,  but  the  poor  People  (I 
Shall  never  forget  them)  both  burffc  out  into  a 
lamentable  Flood  of  Tears:  I  apprehended  they 
had  been  deeply  touch’d  by  fome  edifying  Dif* 
courfe  3  but  their  Dolor  foon  appear’d  to  be  up¬ 
on  a  very  different  Occaiion :  It  feems  they  had 
beheld  at  Church,  a  proud  trolloping  Minks ,  their 
oppofite  Neighbour,  who  fat  iniidting  the  whole 
PariSh,  in  a  charming  Sattin  Suit ,  &c.  a  charming 
lac’d  Head,  &c.  a  charming. ,  &c.  Thus  Mother 
and  Daughter  run  on  with  a  Catalogue  of  this 
Lady’s  Fineries,  and  wonder’d  ho‘ w  the  Devil  Jhe 
did  to  do  it)  the  Husband  being  but  a  Retailer  of 
Beer  and  Beer,  and  had  not  finger'd  a  Farthing 
pf  the  Poor’s  Money,  he  having  not,  as  yet,  ar¬ 
riv’d  to  the  Dignity  of  Church -warden.  Poor 
Molly  continu’d  bewailing  their  hard  Fate,  cry¬ 
ing,  She  mufi  go  like  no  Body ,  or  like  an  Up - 
holfterep s  Daughter,  and  be  taken  for  the  PariSh 
Enfign,  as  bearing  on  her  Back  the  Remnant  of 
half  the  People’s  Window- Curtains. 

I  can  never  pals  through  Cr anburn- Alley ,  but 
I  am  aftonifh’d  at  the  RemiSmefs  or  Lenity  of 
the  Magistrates,  in  fullering  the  Pretender’s  In¬ 
terest  to  be  carry ’d  on,  and  promoted  in  fo  publiek 
and  Shameful  a  manner  as  it  there  is.  Here  a 
Fellow  Stands  eternally  bawling  out  his  Pye-corner 
PaStorals  in  behalf  of  Dear  Jemmy)  Lovely  Jem¬ 
my)  &c.  I  have  been  credibly  informed  this  Man 
has  actually  in  his  Pocket  a  Commission  under  the 
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Pretender’s  great  Seal,  conttituting  Mm  Ms  Bal¬ 
lad-finger  in  Ordinary  in  Great- Britain  j  and  that 
Ms  Ditties  are  lo  well  worded,  that  they  often 
poifbn  the  Minds  of  many  well-meaning  People , 
that  this  Perlon  is  not  more  induftrious  with 
his  Tongue  in  behalf  of  his  Matter,  than  others 
are  at  the  lame  time  bufy  with  their  Fingers  a~ 
mong  the  Audience  and  that  the  Monies  col¬ 
lected  in  this  manner,  are  mott  of  thole  mighty 
Remittances  the  P oft -Boy  fo  frequently  boafts  of 
being  made  to  the  Chevalier.

St.  MA  R  F  IN\  in  the  Fields  is  at  prelent  at 
fixes  and  at  levens,  by  realon  their  Parifh-Church 
is  in  fuch  Hands,  as  God  knows  when  it  will  get 
out  of  them  in  the  mean  time  the  Inhabitants 
are  lupply’d  with  a  decent  Tabernacle,  which  can 
produce  as  handlbme  a  Shew  of  FThite-hands ,  Di¬ 
amond-rings  ,  pretty  Snuff-boxes ,  and  gilt  Prayer- 
Books  as  any  Cathedral  whatloever here  the 
fair  Penitents  pray  in  their  Patches,  lue  for  Par¬ 
don  in  their  Paint,  and  fee  their  Heaven  in  Man. 
The  Officers  of  this  Parilh  are  laid  to  be  generally 
more  corpulent  than  any  in  the  Liberty ,  which 
is  thought  to  be  owing,  in  a  great  Mealure, 
to  the  fruitful  Adventures  of  the  vaft  Num¬ 
ber  of  Milliners  and  Chamber-maids  within  their 
JurildiCfion.  A  certain  Scotch  Colonel  was  fo re¬ 
medy  a  great  Benefactor  this  Way,  but  Age  and 
Infirmities  having  advanc'd  very  briskly  upon  him, 
his  Loins  have  failed.  Thele  are  efteenfd  a  Peo¬ 
ple  of  univerfal  Goodnefs  and  Charity  *  and  ?tis 
not  long  fince  they  gave  a  remarkable  Ipftance 
of  it  to  the  Parifh  of  Kenfington ,  from  whence 
they  transferred  an  III  Job,  and  took  the  Sin  and 
Shame  upon  themfelves,  tho",  by  the  way,  there 
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was  a  worthy  Baronet ,  who  indefatigably  labour’d 
to  clear  the  Parifh  of  the  Guilt . 

The  Malt  Duty  is  no  where  better  promo¬ 
ted  than  in  this  Part  of  the  Town  the  Gentle¬ 
men  of  the  mold  illustrious  Order  of  the  Shoulder- 
knot  ,  efteeming  the  firft  Meal  to  be  the  moil  con¬ 
ducive  to  Health  and  long  Life  of  any  in  the  Day. 
I  have  feen  a  Nobleman’s  Porter  fairly  fwallow  two. 
Gallons  of  Stale-beer  for  his  Breakfaft  $  and  a 
brawny  Ale-Wife ,  ready  to  rend  down  her  Bro¬ 
thel,  with  roaring  for  whole  Tuns  of  Six-threads , 
or  Devil  come  JUtch  me^  as  they  call  them,  to  be 
hurried  over  to  Gentlemens  Houles  for  their 
Footmens  Repaid  at  Five  in  a  Morning  \  and  a 
Company  of  Chairmen  and  Coachmen ,  ihall  drive 
down  as  large  Quantities  of  Two-penny  and  Kit¬ 
chen  Revedions,  at  a  Breakfaft,  as  would  fairly 
fubiift  fifty  French  Families  in  Spittle-Fields ,  ior 
a  Fortnight. 

St.  G IL  E  S’s  in  the  Fields ,  is  a  mold  wealthy 
and  populous  Parifh,  and  is  laid  to  furnifh  His 
Majefty’s  Plantations  in  America  with  more  Souls 
than  all  the  reft  of  the  Kingdom  befides.  ’Tis 
very  rare  that  the  Executioner  fails  of  being  a  Na¬ 
tive  as  wellas  an  Inhabitant  hereof  Of  the  lower 
Sort  there  go  two  juft  Proverbs,  viz.  St.  Gileses 
Breed ^  Better  to  hang  than  feed  \  fat ,  ragged  and 
fawcy ,  as  abounding  in  Pedlars ,  Fijh-women ,  News- 
cryers ,  and  Corn-cutters .  I  am  very  much  con¬ 
cerned  for  the  Gentlemen  in  the  Commiffion  of 
the  Peace  here,  who  enjoy  but  a  {lender  Share  of 
that  Bidding  themlelves,  being  worn  out  in  de¬ 
termining  and  healing  the  Breaches  as  continu¬ 
ally  happen  among  thefe  various  Species  of  Peo¬ 
ple.  But  I  am  told,  that  thro’  the  Diligence  of 
Meftieurs  Wild  and  Ketch ,  a  good  deal  of  Trou¬ 
ble 
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jble  is  taken  off  their  Hands  in  Lewk—rs  Lane 9 
Park — s  Lane0  St.  Fhom-  s’s  Street }  and  that  a 
Perlbn  may  now  venture  to  travel  thro5  at  Mid¬ 
day  without  Piftols. 

There  goes  a  Story  of  a  certain  Gentleman  in 
this  Pariih,  who  is  modeftly  computed  worth 
three  Plumbs ,  that  this  Perfon  has  often  flood 
amaz’d  at  the  extravagant  Difpoiition  of  Provi¬ 
dence,  in  poileffing  the  Human  Species  with 
two  fuch  expenfive  Appetites,  as  Drinking  and 
Eating  *,  and  has  more  than  a  thouiand 
times  wifh’d  himfelf  tranflated  into  an  Heifer , 
that  he  might  have  fed  Gratis  upon  fbme  Com¬ 
mon.  In  thele  Sentiments  has  he  liv’d,  or  rather 
fiarv’d,  for  above  70  Years  and  no  Man  can  be 
more  truly  laid  to  have  fiibdued  his  f  Paffions, 
than  himfelf.  A  Fie Jlo -monger  his  Neighbour  3 
had  kept  a  watchful  Eye  upon  him  for  fome 
Years,  hoping  that  he  might  flill  prove  good  for 
fomething  one  Day  or  other,  till  he  was  certain¬ 
ly  informed,  the  old  Gentleman  had  many  Years 
ago,  difpofed  of  his  Body  to  an  Anatomijf  for  a 
valuable  Confederation  \  fb  that  whenever  his  De¬ 
mile  happens,  he  may  avoid  the  Expences  of  a 
Funeral. 

On  the  Borders  of  this  Pariih  is  fituated  that 
antient  and  venerable  .  Spot  the  Hundred  of  Drury , 
which,  I  hear,  is  the  Property  of  two  or  three 
Parifhes  more  :  There  are  reckon’d  to  be  one 
Hundred  and  leven  Pleafure-Houfes,  within  and 
about’ this  Settlement,  the  Ladies  whereof  ply 
the  Paffengers  at  Noon-day,  as  publickly  as  the 
Sollicitors  do  their  Clients  at  Wkfivninfler.  A 
Romifh  Brief!,  who  has  lodged  here  many  Years, 
allures  me,  that  to  his  Knowledge,  the  Societies 
for  the  Reformation  of  Manners,  have  taken 
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more  Pains,  and  expended  as  large  Sums  to  reclaim 
this  new  Sodom ,  as  would  have  fitted  out  a  Force 
fufficient  to  have  conquer’d  the  Spanijh  Weft- 
Indies . 

5Twas  about  the  Time  of  the  Bubbles ,  that 
the  Inhabitants  had  a  very  fcurvy  'Frick  put  up¬ 
on  them  by  a  crafty  Projector ,  who  gave  them 
Afturrances  his  Intereft  was  lb  powerful  Above, 
that  he  doubted  not  but  to  be  able  to  procure  cer¬ 
tain  Privileges  and  Immunities  for  the  Place  }  and 
perhaps  to  let  them  upon  a  Foot  with  their 
Sifters  of  Venice  and  Leghorn .  The  Lane  and  ad¬ 
jacent  Alleys  grew  big  with  the  Project,  and  a 
large  Subfcription  was  carried  on  to  render  it  ef¬ 
fectual  :  Fortunate  for  the  Fellow }  at  this 
very  Crilis,  the  Bill  for  the  better  P reformation  of 
the  Game  of  the  Kingdom ,  &c.  happen’d  to  be  de¬ 
pending  in  Parliament  j  whereupon  nothing  lefs 
than  the  DeftruCtion  of  the  whole  Neighbour¬ 
hood  was  apprehended  thro’  the  Joy  that  was 
Ihewn  on  this  Occafion,  by  the  inceflant  Bonfires 
and  Illuminations,  the  poor  Wretches  being  taught 
to  believe,  that  this  was  an  Ad  calculated  in 
their  Favour :  But  the  Fellow  finding  it  impof- 
fible  to  carry  on  the  Jeft  any  longer,  and  having 
gain’d  about  100  /.  by  his  Scheme,  he  mov’d  off 
to  Yorkjhire. 

Here  all  our  Ladies  of  Quality  of  tolerable 
Beauty,  and  our  celebrated  Loafs,  &c.  are  repre- 
fented  by  Proxy  without  their  Knowledge,  from 
the  Ortelan  Dutchefs ,  even  down  to  the  famous 
black  Loy-Woman  in  the  City.  I  heard  of  a 
Frenchman  once  boafting  in  a  publick  Com¬ 
pany  at  Paris ,  of  the  Favours  he  had  re¬ 
ceiv’d  from  a  certain  Englifh  Countefs  in  la  Rue 
Drury  Ville  Londres ,  when  the  lady’s  Brother 
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chanced  to  be  prelent,  fo  that  Monfieur  met 
with  a  Juft  Chakifement  for  his  Ignorance  and 
Impertinence. 

St.  PAUL  in  Covent-Garden.  The  Viciffi- 
tude  of  all  Human  Affairs  is  pretty  dilcernable 
in  the  Lives  of  the  Gamefters ,  who  patrole  the 
Piazza ,  for  about  three  Hours  generally  in  an 
Afternoon.  I  have  known  an  inaulpicious  Hand 
of  Cards,  or  Dice,  tranlmute  a  Silver  hiked 
Sword  into  a  Brals  one,  and  a  Paduafoy  Suit  in¬ 
to  a  plain  Duroy.  On  the  other  Hand  a  Pair  of 
lecond  hand  Shoes  has  often  ftept  into  a  Chariot. 
So  various  and  mutable  are  the  Favours  of  For¬ 
tune. 

The  JRISH  SOCIETY  of  Fortune  Hun - 
terSj  are  laid  to  hold  their  quarterly  Meetings  in 
this  Parilh,  and  having  obtained  an  Authentick 
Copy  of  their  late  Votes  and  Resolutions, 
I  thought  that  it  might  be  of  Service  to  the 
Fair-Sex ,  and  others,  to  make  it  publick.

Stock,  or.  That  Lady  Lay  cock  prefents  him  her 
C ompliments  of  Joy  on  his  carrying  the  Caufe  in 
Chancery  5  by  which  Means  the  Petitioner  will 
be  iiipported  in  the  Profecution  of  .  an  Adventure 
which  in  great  Probability  will  turn  to  the  Ac¬ 
count  of  two  thoufand  Pounds,  one  Moiety  where¬ 
of,  in  Cafe  of  Succefs,  he  promifeth  to  pay  into 
the  Society's  Trealury  for  their  Ufe.

of  a  Gentleman  of  five  hundred  Pounds  per  Annum 
in  the  North  of  England . 

Resolved,  that  Morrice  Mac  Bully ,  in  Con- 
fideration  of  his  having  paid  in  his  Contribution 
Money,  be  at  Liberty  to  retire  to  the  darkeft 
Pa  its  of  this  Kingdom,  as  Derbyjhire ,  Oxfordjhire% 
or  Salop  7  in  Quell  of  an  Heirels  j  and  that  he 
have  Leave  to  afiume  the  Title  of  a  Vif count  un¬ 
til  he  be  polfelfed  of  a  Fortune  luitable  to  his 
Inclinations *,  and  then  that  Honour  to  revert  a- 
gain  to  the  Society,  for  their  farther  Ule.

A  Petition  of  Mary  Merrytail ,  late  of  the 
Hundreds  of  Drury ,  in  the  County  of  Middlefex , 
Spinfter,  >  was  prefented  and  read,  letting  forth 
that  Ihe  the  laid  Mary  hath  for  many  Years  paft 
duly  paid  an  annual  Sum  to  this  Society,  lor  a 
Safeguard  to  proted  her  in  the  free  Exercife  of 
her  Fun&ion,  that  lire  is  at  prelent  detain’d  a 
Priloner  in  Bridewell ,  deftitute  of  all  manner  of 
Necelfaries,  and  being  reftrained  from  her  Bulinels 
muft  inevitably  perilh,  unlels  aided  by  this  Socie¬ 
ty  with  Monies  and  Teflimonies  to  obtain  her  En¬ 
largement. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  for  Characters- 
do  repair  forthwith  to  the  proper  Magiftrate, 
and  certify  lor  the  Birth  and  good  Behaviour  of 
the  Petitioner,  and  that  if  it  be  necelfary  Captain 
Shamelefs  do  fwear  himfelf  to  be  her  Husband  law¬ 
fully  married  in  the  County  of  Tyrone^  lb  that  thq 
Petitioner  may  be  dilcharged  from  her  Confine¬ 
ment.

St.  MAR  7'  in  the  Savoy  is  noted  for  a 
good  old  Royal  Palace ,  formerly  inhabited  by 
Sovereigns,  but  now  by  Subjects.  I  was  palling 
by  it,  as  I  remember,  upon  the  find  Day  of  a 
Term,  §nd  obferving  a  Number  of  People  aft 
fembled  about  a  Foot  Soldier  and  a  Barrifter  of 
the  Temple*  ( who  were  engaged  in  very  high 
Words, )  I  enquired  into  the  Occafion  of  the 
Dilpute,  and  was  informed  the  Cafe  was  as  fol¬ 
lows.  It  being  Execution  Day  at  Tyburn ,  and 
the  Hackney  Coaches  moftly  employed  in  tranft 
porting  the  Butchers  Conforts  thither,  the  Law¬ 
yer  was  footing  it  down  to  Wefiminfler ,  and  hap¬ 
pened  to  void  his  Urine  within  a  Yard  or  two 
of  the  Soldier’s  Pod,  who  had  put  him  under 
A r reft  on  his  refilling  to  pay  the  Penalty  due  on 
i  iich  Occafions.  The  Barrifter  in  lifted  very  ftre- 
nuoufly  on  the  Centinefs  producing  the  Statute 
in  this  Cafe  made  and  provided,  and  cited  leve- 
ral  Precedents  and  Authorities  to  prove  the 
Lawfulnefs  of  pilling  againft  the  Palaces,  which 
he  laid  had  been  pradiled  in  all  Ages,  and  Na¬

The 
Soldier  declared  that  the  Sum  in  Queftion,  which 
was  but  a  poor  Sixpence,  was  more  his  Property 
than  the  Coat  on  his  Back,  and  inflanced  feverai 
Cafes  wherein  it  had  been  paid  by  Captain  Gene¬ 
rals ,  and  added,  that  the  A£l  againft  Mutiny  and 
Defertion  never  intended  that  the  Servants  of  the 
King  and  People  fhould  be  liable  to  fuch  mean 
Inful ts  without  a  Compenfation,  and  that  al¬ 
though  they  were  a  People  placed  the  laffc  in  the 
Rolls  of  Fortune,  they  flood  the  firft  in  the  Lifts 
of  Honour.  The  Barrifier  rejoyned  and  humbly 
apprehended  that  by  the  {landing  Laws  of  the 
Kingdom,  no  Man  ought  to  be  fined,  or  amerced, 
but  in  a  regular  and  judicial  Way,  and  very 
fairly  offered  to  fubmit  it  upon  this  Ifilie,  That 
if  the  Soldier  would  undertake  to  prove  the  Of¬ 
fence  not  to  be  a  lawful  and  necefiary  Qccafion, 
in  which  all  the  free-born  Subje&s  of  England 
were  to  be  protected,  he  would  fuffer  the  Con¬ 
fluence.  After  the  Matter  had  been  thus  fo- 
lemnly  argued  for  near  three  Quarters  of  an 
Hour,  the  Mob^xalled  out  for  the  Queftion, 
which  was  ftated  and  put  as  follows,  viz .  Relblved, 
that  it  appears  to  this  Affembly,  that  Lawrence 
Litigious  of  the  Inner  Temple  E%  Hands  indeb¬ 
ted  to  Leonard  Lackjhirt ,  of  the  third  Regiment 
of  Guards,  Gent,  the  Sum  of  one  Sixpence,  good 
and  lawful  Money  of  Great  Britain .  It  palled 
in  the  Affirmative,  Teas  17,  Noes  11.  The 
Lawyer  would  have  mov’d  in  Arreft  of  Judgment, 
but  that  was  over-rul’d }  and  I  remember  he 
march’d  off  with  the  more  Uneafinefs,  becaufe  he 
faid,  It  was  an  ill  Omen  to  lofe  a  Caufe  fo  early  in 
the  Term .

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Near  this  Palace,  my  good  Friends,  the 
Worlhipful  Company  of  Upholders  rent  a  final! 
Tenement.  That  ugly  Article  of  the  Turn-pikes ■ 
in  an  Undertaker  s  Bill,  would  never  thick  hard 
were  Executors  and  Heirs ,  but  truly  acquainted 
with  the  extraordinary  Pains  and  Expence,  as  are 
generally  ufed  in  the  obtaining  of  a  Funeral  I 
take  the  Bufineis  of  a  Dead-monger  to  differ  lit- 
tie  from  that  of  a  News-Monger ,  as  depending 
in  a  very  great  Meafure  upon  Intelligence.

If  any  of  thefo  can  found  the  Servants  of  the 
fi'ck  Per finy  and  learn  that  Part  of  the  Will 
relating  to  the  Funeral ,  tis  not  at  all  amifs,  but  if 
it  happens  to  be  a  private  Interment  the  News 
is  too  bad  to  be  reported. 

Their  other  Correlpondents  are  the  Chairmen , 
who  by  their  conflant  Attendance  upon  the  greater 
Sort,  are  very  ufeful  Hands.  Theie  Low-heeVd 
Gentlemen  rfiall  watch  as  impatiently  for  the  lafo 
Gafp  of  a  Perfon  of  Quality,  as  a  Jew  for  an 
Opportunity  to  debauch  his  Maid ,  and  the  Por¬ 
ter  at  the  Door  no  fooner  gives  out  the  Word 
DEAD,  than  thefo  human  Horfes  are  fled  Ex- 
prefs  to  all  the  burial  Offices  in  Town,  it  being 
the  conftant  Cuflom  for  every  one  of  them  to 
pay  for  the  Intelligence,  though  they  mifs  the 
Job .  There  are  indeed  lome  great  Families  which 
keep  as  conftant  to  their  Flejh- Monger  as  to  their 
Fifh-Monger.  In  thefo  Cafos  ’tis  only  common  to 
keep  a  Diary  of  every  one’s  Healthy  but  if  any 
happens  to  fail  of  Appetite  for  two  or  three 
Days,  and  the  Affies  are  ordered  to  attend,  ’tis 
enough,  all  Hands  are  fet  to  wTork  j  fo  that  many 
a  leaden  Coffin  has  been  making,  while  the  Per¬ 
fon,  for  whom  it  was  defigned,  has  been  very  in¬ 
nocently  fitting  at  an  Opera  ^  and  the  compleat 
Furniture  of  a  Funeral,  even  to  the  very  Hatch¬ 
ment  has  been  ready,  at  leaft,  three  Months  be¬ 
fore  the  Party  has  expired.  Every  one  knows 
that  very  lately,  a  certain  Noblemans  Coffin  was 
waiting  near  four  Hours  at  his  Door  before  he 
was  fairly  deceafod  •,  and  that  at  the  Time  when 
the  late  dreadful  Plague  was  raging  with  great 
Violence  in  France ,  one  of  thefo  carnal  minded 
Men  in  tire  City,  offered  to  purchafe  ten  thou- 
land  Pound  South-Sea  Stock,  for  half  a  Year,  as 

judging 
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judging  he  fhould  be  able  to  pay  for  it  in  that 
time :  I  remember  that  the  fame  Fellow  had  like 
to  have  been  laid  by  the  Heels  for  infulting  a 
Member  of  Parliament,  for  no  other  Reafon,  but 
becaule  he  had  voted  for  the  Quarantine  Aft. 

St.  CLEMENT  DANES.  Thefe  People 
have  been  a  long  time  intent  in  repairing  and 
beautifying  their  Temple.  It  has  prov’d  as  all 
Undertakings  of  this  Kind  generally  do,  an  ex¬ 
pensive  piece  of  Work :  However,  the  Inhabitants 
are  accommodated  with  a  little  more  Mufick  for 
their  Money  than  heretofore  ^  tho’  it  has  necef 
iarily  occafioned  a  rife  on  the  Price  of  Land  in 
the  Church-yard,  a  Grave  there  going  now  at 
between  twelve  and  fourteen  Years  Purchafe  *, 
wherefore  People  have  begun  to  grow  more  frugal 
of  their  Health  than  formerly*,  for  fince  the  Fall 
of  South-Sea 9  ’tis  not  every  one  that  can  afford 
to  rot  at  this  unreafonable  Rate.  The  Apo¬ 
thecaries^  Vintners ,  and  Phylicians ,  already  feel 
the  ill  Effects  of  it  ^  and  I’m  inform’d,  many  of 
them  are  about  to  leave  the  Place,  if  this  Matter 
be  not  timely  remedied  \  for,  as  they  fay,  no  one 
can  tell  where  it  may  end. 

This  Parifh  is  deem’d  an  excellent  Air  for 
breeding  Attorneys  in.  A  bufy  Practitioner’s  Wife 
was  the  other  Day  brought  to  Bed  of  a  thump¬ 
ing  Boy  with  a  Cawl  over  his  Face,  exactly  in 
the  form  of  a  Capias  :  Now,  as  the  Child  has  a 
certain  Protection  from  Drowning. ,  I  would  advife 
his  Parents,  for  the  Lad's  fake,  to  bring  him  up 
rather  to  the  Sea  than  the  Law,  for  People  can 
never  be  too  cautious.  The  chief  SubjeCt  of  all 
Converfation  here  turns  upon  Verdi  ft  s ,  Cofts ,  Da¬ 
mages  y  Writs  of  Enquiry y  &c.  And  ibme  Years 

ago, 
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ago,  an  Attorney  in  low  Circumftances,  was  cha- 
ritably  entertained  at  Dinner  four  or  five  times 
a  Week  by  an  honeft  Tradelman,  who  at  laft 
brought  in  a  Bill  upon  his  Benefa£tor,  charging 
an  Attendance  for  every  Meal,  and  I  remember 
Ihed  and  recovered  too  :  So  that  it  was  from  this 
Accident  came  the  Proverb,  He  has  eat  me  out  of 
Houfe  and  Home . 

The  Matrons  Needb—m  and  Silvef—r ,  may 
boaft  as  they  pleale  of  their  Judgment  in  Dijh- 
ing  out  a  Girl,  but  it  is  the  Opinion  of  moft  of 
the  ingenious  Gentlemen  of  the  Inns  of  Court, 
that  the  Lady  Ribban  excels  all  the  Pretenders 
to  this  Art.  The  luf clous  Diftoabille  this  Gentle¬ 
woman  appears  in  every  Morning,  has  not  only 
drawn  gfeat  Cuftom  to  her  own  Shop,  but  to  all 
the  Coffee- Houles  in  her  Neighbourhood }  and 
I  have  been  told  of  leveral  impotent  Letchers 
who  have  lent  their  Miffreffes  to  copy  this  fa¬ 
mous  Pyramid  of  Painty  Lace ,  and  Cambrick ,  &c. 

I  know  it  will  be  expe&ed,  that  now  I  am  in 
this  Neighbourhood,  fame  Notice  ffiould  be  ta¬ 
ken  of  Mr.  William  the  faithful  Meffenger  of  the 
Mules,  who  is  conftantly  minifiring  to  the  Publick 
the  Advices  Foreign  and  Domeftick  ^  and  is  early 
every  Morning  ranging  his  Papers  in  excellent 
Order,  and  with  great  Juftice,  according  to  their 
relpedive  Credit  and  Seniority,  upon  the  Coun¬ 
ter.  The  Daily  C  our  ant  he  poffs  firft,  as  fupe- 
rior  in  Credit  to  any  other,  excepting  the  Gazette , 
for  the  Affairs  abroad.  After  him,  the  Daily 
Journal ,  and  Daily  Poft ,  as  the  two  Chief  In¬ 
telligencers  at  Home.  The  Poft-Boy  takes  the 
Right-hand  of  the  Fly  ing- Poft  and  Poft-man  *0  and 
the  JVcekly- Journals ,  and  Pamphlets  are  piled- 
in  the  Window  on  one  fide.  The  paying  no  Stamp 
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|)uties  are  not  permitted  to  herd  among  the 
Friends  to  the  Revenue. 

There  was  formerly  a  good  Cuftom  of  Sad¬ 
dling  the  Spit  in  this  Parifh*  which  for  Reaions 
well  known  at  Weftminfier^  is  no  w  laid  a  Ode  >  fo 
that  Wives *  whole  Husbands  are  Sea-faring  Per-

St.  DUNSrjNS  in  the  Weft,  Here  are  alfo 
too  many  in  this  Parilh*  who  would  appear  more 
polite  than  their  Neighbours*  by  breeding  up 
their  Soils*  nay*  and  lometimes  their  Daughters 
too*  to  pradtife  the  Law  \  but  I  am  lorry  to  lay* 
that  this*  confider’d  as  a  Profejfton *  is  attended 
with  Confequences  very  fatal  to  Families  *  for 
tho’  our  Seats  of  Juftice  are  fill’d  with  Men, 
from  whom  we  may  expert  all  that  is  Equal 
and  Juft:  *  yet  by  the  Turns  and  Managements 
of  th£  inferior  Practitioners  in  thole  Courts*  our 
Approach  to  them  is  made  lb  intricate  and  ex¬ 
pensive *  that  they  who  are  oblig’d  to  liie  for  their 
own  in  the  common  Forms*  are  frequently  Un¬ 
done  ^  even  tho’  they  obtain  the  Verdict  in  their 
Favour .  There  are  many  other  Proceedings  in 
the  LaWj  of  a  like  Nature*  which*  if  truly  con¬ 
fider’d*  have*  methinks,  but  an  odd  Appearance* 
in  a  Country  of  lb  much  boafted  Liberty.  But 
if  while  we  ceniure*  what  feems  thus  unrealonable 
in  the  Method  of  Ibme  of  our  Law  Practices *  it 
ihould  be  alledg’d,  that  notwithftanding  all  this, 
it  has  produced  many  Great  and  Uleful  Men  *.  I 
allow  it  *  only  it  may  be  worth  confidering*  whe¬ 
ther  we  have  not  more  Reafon  to  be  aftoamed  we 
ft  and  in  need  of  them ,  than  to  boaft  that  we  have 
them.  And  I  will  ask  this  plain  Queftion*  If  that 

would* 
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would  not  be  efteem’d  a  happier  Climate  where 
there  is  no  need  of  Phyficians ,  than  where  the  XJm 
certainty,  or  Unwholiomnefs  of  the  Air  has  en* 
courag’d  fo  many  of  them  tofettle,  that  you  are 
hire  of  finding  a  good  one  in  every  Street  ? 

Ram-  Alley  ,  one  of  the  T mple  Avenues,  a  Place 
which  I’m  told,  is  the  Night  Scene  of  a  good  deal 
of  obfcure  Gallantry  among  Serjeants  .Clerks,  and 
Judges  Footmen  *  a  Market,  where  Halfpence 
pais  in  current  Payment  ^  and  Abundance  of  dir¬ 
ty  Love  is  hung  out  to  Sale  ready  made ,  and  at 
reafonable  Rates.  I  remember  a  pleafant  Adr 
venture  which  happen'd  to  the  Mailer  qf  a  Vel- 
fel  (newly  come  alhoar)  in  the  Latitude  of  this 
Place,  who  fpy'd  and  came  up  with  a  pretty 
young  Wenfch,  rigg’d  in  a  round-ear’d  Cap  and 
Houfewife’s  Apron,  and  in  her  Hand  a  large 
Key,  as  of  an  outer  Door  5  equipt  with  thefe 
Tokens  of  a  Servant  in  the  Neighbourhood,  he 
began  to  give  Chafe ,  and  endeavour’d  to  fpeak  with 
her:  The  poor  Innocent  kept  off,  a§  if  fhe  had  been 
really  afraid,  but  flood  in  with  the  Trade  Wind 
for  Bolt  and  Tun  Creek  ,  the  Captain  crowded  all 
his  Sail,  and  ftanding  direilly  after  her ,  he  loon 
came  to  an  Anchor  a-ihwart  her  Hawfe ,  But 
the  next  Day  was  oblig’d  to  have  his  Bmp  ex~ 
amirfd  hy  an  able  Surgeonj  who  upon  viewing  his 

)  Cafe,  pronounced  it  as  handfom  a  P - x  as  he 

had  obferv'd  throughout  the  whole  Collide  of  his 
fraflice. 

These  fair  Trader 4,  who  appear  by  Moon¬ 
light,  and  retail  by  Inch  of  Candle,  range 
!}  themfelves  in  due  Order,  at  moil  of  the  Doors 
1 1  and  Bulks  of  this ,  and  of  the  other  principal 
ill  Streets  in  the  City  5  for  when  other  Trades- 
I  people  think  fit  to  finifh  and  fhut  their  Shops  in, 
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their  Bufinefs  begins,  and  they  commonly  keep 
open  till  Twelve  and  One  in  the  Morning.  One 
of  thele  indefatigable  Damfels  tells  me,  fhe  pays  a 
certain  cruel  Shopkeeper  in  Fleet- (ir eet  half  a  Crown 
a  Night  for  her  Stand,  prompt  Payment,  be  (ides 
certain  Perquijites  5  and  that  this  poor  1  drudge 
is  many  times  made  'Wife  and  Widow  Twenty- 
five  times  in  an  Evening ,  fo  fickle  and  unftable 
the  Minds  of  both  Man  and  Woman-kind. 

St.  ANDREW  in  Holbourn .  This  Pariih  has 
rendered  its  Name  famous  to  all  fucceeding  Ages, 
for  retaining  the  Allies  of  that  great  and  won¬ 
derful  Woman  Mrs.  Sarah  Salish—y.  As  it  is  a 
Debt  due  to  the  Memory  of  illuftriaus  Perlonages, 
to  have  the  great  AfHons  of  their  Lives  pointed 
out  to  the  World,  I  Hull,  as  far  as  my  Abili¬ 
ties  will  fuller  me,  do  Juftice  to  the  Memory  of 
this  defun£b  Gentlewoman.  I  Ihould  impole  on 
my  Readers, were  I  to  attempt  fo  much  as  to  give 
an  Account  of  her  Genealogy.  Whether  fhe 
could  boaft  a  Lineage  ennobled  by  illuftriaus  An- 
ceftors,  or  whether  fhe  was  an  Honour  to  her 
obfcure  Predeceilbrs  is  a  Point  not  yet  determin’d 
by  Hiftorians,  the  Place  of  her  Nativity,  like 
the  Immortal  Homer  $  of  old,  is  a  Matter  of 
Difpute  :  But  be  theft  Matters  as  they  may, 
thus  much  I  will  venture  to  affirm,  had  not  a 
long  Fit  of  Sicknefs  confin’d  her  to  her  Appartment, 
and  weaken’d  her  Conftitution,  this  great  Genius 
might  have  brought  to  a  greater  Perfection,  fbme 
Aifemblies  of  this  Town,  and  added  a  Luftre  to 
Mr.  Heidegger7 s  Entertainments.  She  was  a  re¬ 
markable  Inftance  to  what  a  height  of  Reputa¬ 
tion  the  free  Ufe  of  natural  Parts  will  carry  Peo¬ 
ple,  for  ’tis  confidently  aliened  by  fome,  ihe  ne- 
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ver  made  any  great  Improvements  by  Reading : 

It  is  generally  agreed  likewife,  ihe  was-  not  over 
icrupulouily  vertuous.  As  to  her  Principles  in 
Politicks,  ’tis  thought  ihe  moftly  favour’d  the 
Pretender  and  his  Adherents,  and  had  concerted  le- 
veral  Schemes,  which  might  have  endanger’d  the 
Constitution,  had  not  her  ill  State  of  Health  and 
long  Confinement,  frustrated  her  Defign.  To  com¬ 
prize  her  Character,  in  ihort,  ihe  was  not  proud, 
but  affable,  and  eafy  of  Accefs,  a  Well-wiiher  to  the 
Church  and  the  Do£tor,  but  not  oftentatious  of 
Religion  3  a  great  Encourager  of  the  Liberal  Sci¬ 
ences,  and  a  Lover  of  Mankind  and  Champagne . 
She  died  in  the  tenth  Year  of  the  preient  Reign, 
leaving  Iffue  by  the  Town,  one  Son,  and  one 
Daughter. 

I  am  lorry  to  hear,  that  towards  Redlyon- 
ftreetj  &c.  io  many  pretty  Gentlewomen  are  re¬ 
tain’d  for  the  Ufe  and  behalf  of  too  many 
Gentlemen  in  this  great  Proteftant  City  and 
Suburbs j  and  that  a  certain  Lady  not  forty  Miles 
from  Lamb\-Conduit ,  that  lodges  now  and  then, 
in  the  Arms  of  Squire  Meagre ,  (who  thought  his 
Monopoly  as  Secure  as  the  Regalia  in  the  lower ) 
Should  lately  be  iiirpriz’d  in  Bed  between  two 
Grays- Inn  Attornies  at  her  Mantua  Makers  :  But, 
as  the  Thing  has  been  huih’d  up,  and  the  Lady 
hill  keeps  her  Keeper,  I  defire  the  Story  may  go 
no  further. 

The  People  here  have  a  great  Senfe  of  the 
BleJJings  towards  the  clofe  of  Queen  Anne’s  Reign, 
and  believe  that  the  Miicarriage  of  the  South - 
Sea  Scheme,  together  with  all  the  Calamities  that 
have  befallen  Europe ,  as  well  as  thele  Illands  in 
particular,  for  ten  Years  pad,  are  juft  Judgments

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St.  BRIDES ,  or,  if  you  pleafe,  St.  BRIDGET, 
Within  this  Precinfl  is  garrifen’d  that  Martial 
Hoff  the  Blue  Broomftick  Militia .  Thefe  Gentle¬ 
men  (for  fuch  they  efteem  themfelves  on  all  Ho¬ 
ly-days)  have,  by  their  Deeds  of  Arms,  render’d 
themfelves  very  terrible  in  the  Eye  of  the  Town, 
and  are  laid  to  have  perform’d  more  heroick  Ac¬ 
tions  than  even  feme  of  our  Trained-Bands.  I 
have  ever  look’d  upon  it  as  a  great  Misfortune 
to  Britain ,  that  they  could  never  be  brought  into

Fee's  Journal ,  the  Britijh  Journal ,  the  Daily  Jour¬ 
nal ,  and  the  Daily  Poft ,  cum  multis  aliis .  And  I 
have  been  inform’d,  that  one  half  of  the  Pa- 
rilhioners  are  wholly  employ’d  in  collecting  Fur¬ 
niture  for  thefe  Papers ,  as  Births ,  Marriages \ 
Deaths ,  and  Mifcarriages ,  &c.  and  have  their 
Salaries  and  Perquilites  in  proportion  to  their  re- 
ipettive  Services.  Tho’  the  Proprietors  and  Mana¬ 
gers  of  thele  Papers,  live  in  the  utmoft  Contempt 
and  Envy  of  one  another,  yet  it  would  be  as  difc 
hcult  to  procure  a  Purle  of  Gold  from  a  Poet ,  or 
a  Blulh  from  a  Bawd^  as  to  engage  them  in  a 
publick  Quarrel  or  Controversy  with  each  other,, 
Experience  having  inform’d  them  how  prejudicial 
this  PraCHce  has  been  to  the  antient  News-Writers ;

a  far  greater  height  than  the  Plantiff' s ;  The 
feeming  Quarrel  formerly  between  Miffs  Journal 
and  the  Flying-Pofty  was  lecretly  concerted  be¬ 
tween  themfelves,  in  order  to  decoy  the  Eyes  of 
all  the  Parties  on  both  their  Papers  $  and  the 
Projeft  lucceeded  beyond  all  Expectation,  for  I 
have  been  told,  that  the  former  narrowly  mils’d 
getting  an  Eftate  by  it.  There  are  luch  Contra¬ 
rieties  in  the  Bulinels  of  this  Species  of  People, 
that  feem  to  me  amazing  ,  a  Book ,  or  Pamphlet , 
order’d  to  be  burnt  by  the  Hands  of  the  Com¬ 
mon  Hangman,  is  the  moil  agreeable  News  that 
can  come  to  the  Proprietors  of  the  Copy  \  and  I 
have  been  inform’d,  that  if  this  Favour  was  to 
be  purchas’d,  there  is  not  a  Bookfeller  in  London , 
but  would  willingly  give  an  handfom  Sum  to 
have  all  the  Books  in  his  Shop  bred  in  the  lame 
manner.  A  Warrant  now  and  then  from  the  Se¬ 
cretary’s  Office,  is  a  lingular  Advantage  to  a 
young  Beginner }  and  a  Pamphlet  has  been  many 
times  brought  to  the  Ninth  Edition ,  for  the  Prin¬ 
ter's  only  taking  Coach  in  Company  of  a  Mejfen - 
ger7  to  the  Cockpit ,  when  perhaps  lix  lingle  ones 
had  not  been  fairly  ibid  oh,  but  for  this  Aflii- 
tance.  Nay,  ’tis  become  a  common  Artifice  a- 
monft  the  Venders  of  Books  and  Pamphlets,  when 
an  Impreffion  lies  dead  upon  their  Hands,  to  re¬ 
port,  that  an  Army  of  Meflengers  is  in  purluit 
of  the  Author  7  when,  by  the  Means  of  this  Fal¬ 
lacy,  the  Book  lhall,  according  to  the  Phrafe,  be¬ 
gin  to  Drop .  One 
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One  of  the  Weekly  Joum&lifts ,  whole  Namd 
was  expected  every  Week  to  appear  in  the  Ga¬ 
zette  under  a  WFFRRBAS^  luckily  chanced  to  be 
lent  for  to  Whitehall  to  anfwer  a  lingle  Quedion  } 
it  proved  the  Making  of  the  Man,  for  he  loon 
retrieved  his  Affairs,  and  lives  now  in  extraor¬ 
dinary  Circumdances  in  the  City. 

Valetudinary  People  I  would  advile  to 
take  the  Air  three  or  four  times  a  Week,  or  oft- 
ner,  if  their  Bufinels  will  permit,  in  Black-Fryers , 
fbon  after  twelve  at  Noon,  where  I  am  fully  per** 
fwaded,  that  a  true  View  of  thofe  wretched  Em¬ 
blems  of  Henger,  the  Journeymen  Faylors ,  will 
recover  the  mod:  depraved  Appetite  Ibonerthan 
the  bed  Stomatick  that  can  be  deviled.  I  have 
heard  of  many  Conliimptives,  who  by  a  due  Ex- 
ercife  in  this  manner,  about  Bedford-hury  and 
Vinegar-yard ,  have  been  brought  from  an  Egg 
to  a  Chicken  a  Day  and  I  am  latisfy’d,  if  ei¬ 
ther  Ch yne  or  S troth - r  were  acquainted 

with  this  Place,  they  would  both  agree  in  this 
Sydem. 

Sc.  MARFIN  at  LUDGAFE  is  indeed  but  a 
lmall  Parilh,  but  has  the  greated  Refort  of  La¬ 
dies  of  any  other  in  the  City,  becaule  ’tis  here 
the  fair  Sex  are  furniih’d  with  Materials  to  make 
their  Conqueds.  There  are  many  young  Ladies, 
and  what  is  worfe,  old  Ladies,  within  the  Bills 
of  Mortality,  that  every  Saturday ,  while  their 
Houles  are  cleaning,  take  a  Tour  to  this  Parilh, 
for  no  other  Realon  in  the  World,  but  becaule 
they  can’t  tell  how  elle  to  dilpofe  of  themfelves  ; 
they  dvim  into  the  Shops  by  Shoals,  not  to  huy 7 
but  to  hear  the  Silks  rudle,  and  to  fill  up  their 
own  Leilure,  by  putting  the  Imart  journeymen 
into  full  Employment j  lb  that  they  tumble  over 

F  *  the 


the  Goods  and  deafen  the  young  Fellows  with  a 
round  of  Queftions,  till  they  have  found  nothing 
in  the  Shop  to  pleafe  their  Fancy ,  as  they  call  it : 
Then  they  tofs  themfelves  again  into  their  Coa¬ 
ches,  and  drive  on  the  Persecution  to  the  Terror 
and  Difturbance  of  moil  of  the  Toy  and  Tea 
Shops  in  the  City. 

I  have  heard  by  an  Acquaintance*  who  is  a 
Quaker,  and  therefore  I  believe  would  lcarce 
lye,  That  the  Detatchment  of  the  Foot-Guards 
which  marches  thro’  the  City  to  the  Power ,  has 
prov’d  a  very  great  Miichief  to  the  young  Mer¬ 
gers  and  Druggifts  ,  the  gay  Coat  and  graceful 
Air  of  the  leading  Officer ,  together  with  the 
martial  Beat  of  the  Drum,  having  occafion’d  ma¬ 
ny  a  menacing  Letter  into  the  Country,  whereby 
a  poor  tender  Mother  has  often  been  obliged  to 
compound  for  a  Lieutenancy ,  or  a  Pair  of  Colours , 
to  preferve  her  Son  from  a  Confumption.  This 
makes  it  no  Wonder,  to  fee  a  young  Fellow  the 
one  Day  performing  the  good  Offices  of  a  Citizen 
behind  a  Counter,  and  the  next  Day  thofe  of  a 
Commander.  An  elderly  Mercer  intimated  to 
me,  that  unleis  an  Expedient  could  be  found  out 
to  put  a  Hop  to  this  Evil,  there  would,  in  a 
little  time,  be  icarce  a  fufficient  Number  of  young 
Fellows  left  to  carry  on  the  Bufinefs, 

At  a  fhort  Diftance  hence  is  a  little  Eccleliaffic 
Office,  where  Marriages  are  purchas’d  at  a  much 
more  realbnable  Rate  than  in  the  Parochial  Chur¬ 
ches,  which  occafions  fometimes  a  great  Hurry 
of  Coupling-work  upon  the  Hands  of  the  Doc¬ 
tors  ^  but  in  a  Dearth  of  Bufinefs  they  have  their 
Agents  out  on  a  Sabbath  as  far  as  Mile-end  and 
the  other  extreme  Parts  of  the  Town,  folliciting 
of  Weddings,  and  many  a  young  Male  and  Fe¬ 
male 
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male,  who  have  been  only  out  to  take  an  Innocent 
Walk  in  the  Fields,  have  been  decoy’d  down, 
and  have  enter’d  into  the  holy  State,  when  nei¬ 
ther  of  them,  perhaps,  had  the  leaft  thought  of 
Matrimony  an  Hour  before.  Tho’  in  this  Place 
Credit  is  generally  at  a  low  Ebb,  yet  upon  the 
Return  of  a  Fleet  from  th  zBalticky  or  the  Medi¬ 
terranean^  the  Word  only  of  one  of  thefe  illegi¬ 
timate  Divines,  will  go  for  half  the  Geneva  and 
fine  Ale  in  the  Rules  ^  and  tho’  they  are  thought 
to  lie  out  of  the  way  of  Preferment,  I  have  known 
many  of  them  in  my  Time,  who  have  been  ad¬ 
vanc’d  to  a  higher  Pofi . 

St.  SEPULCHRES  Parifh  is  noted  for  a 
large  Monaflery ,  to  which  great  Numbers  refort 
daily,  and  live  retired  from  the  World,  infomudi 
that  every  fix  Months  they  are  forced  to  fend*a- 
way  divers  on  their  Pilgrimage  to  Parts  beyond 
the  Seas,  to  make  Room  for  other  reclufe  Per- 
fons.  ’Tis  laid,  that  a  certain  Gentleman  in  this 
Parifh,  holds  his  Life  by  no  other  Tenor,  than 
by  prefenting  to  the  Gallows  a  V —ll—n  within  ten 
Degrees  of  himfelf  once  a  Month  $  and  tho’  this 
has  proved  to  him  a  Work  of  vaff  Difficulty,  he 
has  made  fhift  to  preferve  himfelf  many  Years* 
I  one  Day  happen’d  into  the  Company  of  the 
Beadle  or  Bell-man  of  this  Parifh,  in  whofe  Cuf 
tody,  I  was  inform’d,  the  Admonition,  or  Ver- 
fes,  laid  to  the  condemn’d  Male f aft  or  s  the  Night 
before  Execution,  are  fafely  reported  •  and  hearing 
they  had  made  a  great  Noife  in  the  World,  I  defir ’d 
the  Favour  of  a  Copy  }  the  Fellow  leering  up  in 
my  Face,  cries,  /  //  warrant  you  are  fome  Printer , 
and  thereupon  ask’d  me  twenty  Guinea’s.  I  will 
now  appeal  to  any  one,  whether  a  Man  of  fuch

a  Confidence,  ihould  be  permitted  to  perform  any 
Part  of  the  minifterial  Office  either  in  V erfe  or 
Profe  :  But  as  this  extravagant  Demand  ferved 
to  heighten  my  Curiofity,  I  was  relblved  to  come 
at  them  at  all  Rates,  and  loon  after  found  Means 
to  corrupt  an  Intimate  of  this  Gentleman’s  with 
half  a  quartern  of  Geneva ,  and  ib  obtain’d  a  true 
Copy  :  Upon  Examination,  I  found  Chaucer , 
Spencer ,  nor  Dry  den. ,  had  hardly  a  Hand  in  the 
Compofition  ^  and  I  had  much  Realbn  to  fulpefl 
Ben .  Johnfon ,  as  having  heard,  that  he  had  the 
Misfortune  to  pals  under  Neva  gate  at  a  Time 
when  the  Bell- man  was  repeating  them,  which 
had  like  to  have  coll:  him  his  Life,  for  he  not 
only  refunded  his  Supper,  but  kept  his  Bed  for 
a  Week  afterward.  The  Vulgar,  who  flock  from 
all  Parts  of  the  Town  to  be  inflruTed  in  this 
Doftrine  of  the  Bell,  take  it  to  be  more  effen- 
tial  to  the  Salvation  of  the  poor  Souls,  than  any  Me¬ 
thod  that  can  be  proposd  by  the  Ordinary  of 
the  Place,  or  even  the  whole  Convoc ■ — n  and,  if 
at  the  time  when  this  Ceremony  is  performing, 
an  AmbalTador  from  the  greatefl  Potentate  in 
Europe  was  making  his  Publick  Entry,  or  an  Ex- 
prels  with  the  News  of  the  landing  of  40000  Men 
to  invade  the  Kingdom,  was  palling  to  Court  this 
Way,  they  mull  both  wait  till  this  more  impor¬ 
tant  Affair  is  over.  I  was  once  prevailed  on  to 
vifit  a  Gentleman  of  the  Mufes ,  who  was  under 
Sentence  of  Death  for  Burglary  and  Felony,  in 
breaking  and  entering  a  CooJds-Shop  in  the  Night¬ 
time  *  it  happen'd  to  be  the  Day  before  Exe¬ 
cution  *,  I  therefore  recommended  my  Friend  to 
a  due  Confideration  of  his  dreadful  Eftate,  and 
took  notice  to  him  of  what  a  fhort  Space  there 
flood  between  him  and  Eternity.  The  poor  Gen¬ 
tleman 
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tleman  ( 1  fliall  never  forget  him )  very  ferioufly 
replied,  The  Flour  of  his  Diffolution  was  much 
nearer  than  1  apprehended,  for  he  iaid,  he  fhould 
never  be  able  to  furvive  pad:  Eleven  at  Night, 
the  time  the  Bell-man  was  to  fay  his  Verfes. 

CHRIST -CHURCH  ParMh  is  remarkable  for 
a  famous  Ffoipital,  in  which  many  hundreds  of 
Youths  are  annually  educated  for  Trades,  and 
other  for  the  Sea,  tho’  now  and  then  a  CHILD 
has  happen’d  to  go  ellewhere,  that  has  had  ex¬ 
cellent  Precepts  imbib’d  into  him  in  this  Place. 

This  Pariih  did  formerly  afford  a  Refidence 
to  my  old  Friend  Paul  Lon ain  of  pious  Memory, 
who  'was  many  Years  Ordinary  of  Newgate ,  but 
he  could  n£ver  attain  to  the  Chaplainjhip  of  that 
Prifcn.  What  is  remarkable  of  this  Gentleman 
was,  that  during  his  Life,  he  was  the  Objeft  of 
aimed:  every  Body’s  Scorn  j  and  I  could  never 
hear  of  above  two  People  who  Ipoke  favourably 
of  him,  and  thole  were  the  Printer  and  Publifher 
of  his  Dying  Speech  Papers  ^  nay,  the  very  Cri¬ 
minals  whom  he  attended  to  Execution,  were 
wont  to  make  wry  Faces  at  him  at  the  Tree  * 
and  one  more  harden’d  than  the  red:,  made  an 
attempt  upon  his  Pocket  jud  before  he  was 
going  to  be  turn’d  olf.  But  when  Mr.  Lorrain 
I  had  elcap’d  to  his  Grave,  he  was  univerfally  re- 

Igretted,  and  in  particular  by  his  mod  inveterate 
Enemies,  who  then  had  recourfe  to  the  old  Pro¬ 
verb,  When  the  old  one's  gone ,  &c.  I  know  that 
Mr.  Lorrain  drew  the  Malice  of  many  Thoufands 
S|  upon  him,  becaufe  he  could  never  be  brought  to 
tj  join  in  Opinion  with  many  other  Clergymen,  that 
\\  the  Murder  of  King  Charles  the  Fird,  could 
s  never  be  diffidently  atoned  for,  but  by  a  general

As  I  am  now  got  fo  near  to  Little-Britainft.  mud 
beg  leave  to  inform  the  Inhabitants,  that  the 
lame  is  a  Part  of  His  Majedy’s  Dominions,  be- 
caufe  certain  People  there  do  now  and  then  aft 
as  if  they  harbour’d  another  Opinion. 

St.  GREGORY. \  St.  AUSTIN,  and  St.  FAITH, 
were  by  our  pious  Ancedors  difcreetly  join’d,  or 
rather  jumbled  together,  being  feated  on  a  Trafl 
of  the  mod  religious  Earth  in  the  Kingdom,  as 
F at er -N after- Row ,  Ave-Mary-Lane ,  Amen  Cor¬ 
ner, ,  &c.  Here  is  likewife  a  religious  Ambula¬ 
tory  for  the  JVhetters  and  JVenchers ,  where  tis 
whimfical  enough  to  behold  the  People  under 
one  Roof ,  divided  into  two  Parties  ,  the  one 
purfuing  their  Diverfions ,  and  the  other  their  De¬ 
votions . 

I  one  Sabbath-day  happen’d  to  fall  in  with  the 
latter  Party,  where  amidd  the  Crowd  I  oblerv’d  a 
Perfbn  of  the  mod:  fandified  Al peft  I  ever  had  laid 
my  Eyes  on  •,  the  Man  made  the  Reiponles  with 
the  utmod  Xeal  and  Regularity,  and  while  the 
Girls,  their  Eyes,  were  fix’d  upon  the  Choir ifters,  . 
his  were  nailed  to  the  Gieling  :  To  fpeak  the 
Truth  of  my  Heart,  I  concluded  him  no  better 
than  a  Spy  from  Salter  s- Hall.  This  profound 
Picture  of  Penitence,  did  I  long  behold  with  a 
religious  Admiration,  and  wiilied  myfell  in  his 
Caie,  or  at  lead  but  half  fo  Orthodox  a  Chri- 
ftian.

ven  divers  great  Weddings  foftpordd  for  want  of 
the  Linnen* 

Alas  poor  Jofeph  !  the  wonderful  Youth  is 
gone  !  this  political  Apprentice  was  acquainted 
with  more  Hiftory  Sacred  and  Prophane,  than 
many  Noblemen,  and  was  as  well  known  to  the 
Lower  Houle  of  Convoc—n ,  as  ever  Wh—fton , 

or  Pol - nd  was  by  his  conflant  Attendance 

upon  Clergymen  and  Clergy-women,  he  knew 
t  the  Value  of  every  Living  in  Great-Britain  to  a 
it  lingle  Groat  *7  for  whenever  a  Difpute  of  this  Na- 
j  ture  has  arilen  between  two  Reverend  Grey- heads, 
Joe  has  been  call’d  upon,  and  his  Opinion  has  been 
|  a  final  Determination. 

St.  GILESES  without  CRIPP  LEG  APE,  I  have 
II  heard  iome  malicious  People  affirm,  that  there 
jl|  are  great  numbers  of  Jacobites  in  this  Pariih,  and 
:  being  unwilling  to  believe  lb  vile  a  Slander,  I  took 
i;i  j  a  Mugg  with  the  Officer  that  collects  the  Ex- 
rid!  die  on  Beer,  Brandy,  &c,  who  upon  producing 
#11  his  Books  demonftrated  the  Falfity  of  this  Alier- 
ito •  t  tion,  for  I  found  that  the  People  are  no  Enemies 
ion,  I  -  to 
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to  the  Revenue,  and  then  confequently  can  be 
none  to  the  Government  :  thole '  of  the  lower 
Sort  never  ufrng  Wine,  unlels  upon  fame  extra¬ 
ordinary  and  folemn  Gccafion,  as  a  Burial  or  a 
j Baptifm^  which  has  given  occafion  for  a  merry 
Saying  amongft  the  Vintner s7  when  a  bad  Pipe  is 
upon  their  Hands,  viz.  Bloat  it  will  ferve  for  the 
Cripple  gate  Chriftenings. 

Hackney-Coachmen ,  Porters ,  and  all  forts  of  Han¬ 
dicrafts ,  abound  in  this  Quarter  3  his  cuftomary 
for  a  Blackfmith  here,  who  after  he  has  given  him- 
folf  a  harder  Exercife  at  his  Forge  for  fix  Days 
together  than  a  Gally-flave  has  had  at  his  Oar 
for  a  Month,  to  divert  himfelf  on  the  Sunday 
with  a  ferious  Walk ,  perhaps  as  far  as  Reading 
Or  Rochefter ,  to  tafte  a  Mugg  of  fpecial  Bwo- 
penny ,  and  return  the  lame  Day  in  order  to  re¬ 
peat  his  Labour  the  next,  while  other  Hail  Me- 
chanicks  of  both  Sexes  (whole  Garments  are  un¬ 
der  Date  and  Bribulatiori)  more  religioufly  keep 
their  Beds  ail  Day,  as  remembring  the  Sabbath 
was  appointed  for  a  Day  of  Reft. 

The  memorable  Pamphlet  call’d,  The  Benefit 
of  Farting. ,  was  Written  (as  I  have  been  informed) 
by  an  Haberdafloer  of  Pork  and  Peafe  in  Fore- 
fir  eet.  Neither  is  this  Pariih  lels  noted  for  pro¬ 
ducing  other  learned  and  eminent  People,  as  A- 
ftrologers  and  Phyficians  3  tho’  I  have  heard  of  ' 
foch  Practices  and  Experiments  as  have  been 
ufod  by  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Faculty  on  the  In¬ 
habitants,  as  would,  were  they  to  be  enquir’d  in¬ 
to,  be  juftifiable  in  no  other  Hall  than  that  of 
the  Apothecaries.  I

Part,  hie  makes  amends  in  another  \  and  the  () fi¬ 
ler  vation  is  no  where  fo  true  as  in  the  Beggars  ol 

this  I 
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Womb  Legg-lefs,  and  of  Conleqtience  a  Depen¬ 
dant  upon  the  next  Turner's  Shop  for  Deputy- 
Supporters,  fhe  ever  fiipplies  him  with  much 
Brawn  for  a  natural  Cujkion ,  as  knowing  him 
more  inclinable  to  the  Sedentary  than  the  Peripa¬ 
tetic  k  Philofophy.  If  ihe  puts  out  his  Eyes,  fhe 
enlarges  the  S  nfe  of  Feeling, ,  and  makes  him  an 
acute  Didinguiiher  between  Brafs  and  Silver,  If 
fhe  chops  oh  his  Arms,  fhe  in  return  dretches 
the  Wind-pipe ,  dilates  the  Thorax ,  and  makes 
him  capable  of  talking  longer,  and  more  to  the 
Purpole  than  a  Female  Scold  :  For  what  fays  the 
honed:  Beggar  upon  his  Trufs  of  Straw  in  Alooor- 
Fields  of  the  Paffengers,  I  will  have  fome  of  their 
Money  without  ftirring  one  Foot  from  this  Spot  of 
Earth.  Accordingly  he  tunes  his  Voice,  raifes 
his  Pipe  to  a  Pitty-drawing  Pitch,  and  a  Shower 
of  Copper  falls  into  his  Lap,  which  he  converts 
at  the  next  Brandy-ftjop  into  true  Sterling. 

St.  JAMES  at  CLERKENWELL  is,  a  large 
and  well-dock’d  Parilh :  The  Inhabitants,  gene¬ 
rally  fpeaking,  Ipeak  as  plain  Englijh  as  thole  of 
St.  Botolph  at  Billingfgate :  The  Women  for  the 
mod  part,  are  oblerved  to  wear  black  and  blue 
EyeSj  with  fwelVd  Faces  ^  which  has  been  fug- 
geded  by  the  Learned,  to  be  owing  to  their  too 
great  Volubility  of  Speech,  and  the  Courtely  of 
their  well-bred  Husbands,  who  are  generally  But¬ 
chers^  and  treat  them  in  the  fame  tender  and  re- 
fpedful  manner  as  they  do  their  Cattle. 

In  this  Parifh  there  are  two  Colleges ,  in  which 
are  taught  feveral  Sciences,  as  the  Kid  Laye ,  the 
File  Laye ,  &c.  and  the  Students  by  their  profi¬ 
ciency  in  thefe  Arts,  often  render  themfelves  very 
famous  to  Poderity and  much  Indudry  has  been 

G  '  us’d 
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us’d  lately  to  collect  Memoirs  and  Narratives  of 
the  Lives  of  the  DefunEl  Fellows ,  being  Hiftories 
that  are  greatly  admired  now-a-days.  Vaft  Num¬ 
bers  that  have  been  here  educated,  are  now  on 
their  Travels  beyond  Sea,  and  the  Cuftom  being 
to  tarry  [even  or  fourteen  Years,  they  ulually  re¬ 
turn  largiy  furmih’d  with  foreign  Knowledge. 

This  Precinfl  extends  to  the  reputable  Vil¬ 
lage  called  Black  Mary's  Hole ,  and  comprehends 
Pijjing- Alley  and  Codpiece-Court 7  and  ’tis  credibly 
reported,  that  there  is  no  want  of  that  fort  of 
Work  in  this  Parilh. 

St.  B E  N NET and  St.  PETER  PAULL- 
WH  A  RE.  ’Tis  pretended  that  thele  People 
are  more  civiliz'd  than  the  reft  of  the  Citizens, 
yet  their  Courtely  does  not  appear  much  to  Stran¬ 
gers  :  A  Perfon  of  a  dejeEled  AfpeEl  cannot  pals 
thro'  ’em  but  he  lliall  be  teaz’d  almoft  to  Death 
to  know  whether  he  wants  to  proteft  againft  fome 
ill-contriv’d  Will.  A  Perlon  with  a  pie  font 
Countenance  is  in  as  bad  a  Condition,  as  falling 
under  a  fulpicion  of  a  Probation ,  or  a  Licence . 
And  I  have  foen  a  Cientlewoman  in  a  blue  Apron 
with  a  Vein  of  the  fome  Colour  a-crols  her 
Note,  who  has  had  her  Cloaths  tore  from  olf 
her  Back  to  be  affifted  with  Procejfes  againft  her 
foul -mouth' d  Neighbours. 

ALL-HA LLO  TVS  in  Bread-fireet7  and  St. 
JOHN  the  Evangelift .  T  have  heard  that  the 
Popes  have  been  defied  with  much  lefs  Notice 
and  Ceremony  than  thele  People  were  formerly 
wont  to  choole  their  Lecturers .  ’Tis  not  many 
Years  fince  the  Office  of  Beadle  became  vacant, 
when  the  Heats  and  Animofities  that  arofe 

upon 
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upon  the  Ele&ion  of  another,  were  of  fo  warm  and 
contentious  a  Nature,  that  the  Peace  of  not  only 
the  City,  but  the  whole  Kingdom  was  endan¬ 
gered  ^  and  after  the  greateft  Struggle  that  was 
ever  known  in  London ,  between  the  Court  and 
Country  Parties  (for  fo  they  termed  each  other) 
the  Point  was  carried  by  the  former. 

St.  MICHAEL  and  St  yl  LB  AN  in  Wood - 
ftreet ,  and  St.  MIL  D  RE  D  in  the  Poultry . 
As  the  People  of  this  Ifland  are  more  tenacious 
of  their  Liberties  than  any  other  in  the  whole 
Chriftian  World,  I  have  often  been  amazed  at 
the  Condud  of  the  Inhabitants  in  thefe  Places 
for  their  notorious  Violations  and  Infringements  of 
thele  valuable  Privileges,  which  hath  coft  this 
Nation  fuch  Quantities  of  Blood  and  Treafure  \ 
for  to  my  certain  Knwoledge,  there  are  vaft  Num¬ 
bers  of  Britijh  Subjects  whole  Liberties  are  now 
actually  reftrained  •  and  there  are  many  other 
of  his  Majefty’s  Liege  People  who  are  kept  from 
walking  the  Streets,  and  appearing  on  their  law¬ 
ful  Occafions,  left  they  be  aftaulted  and  put  in 
Fear  *,  fb  precarious  are  the  liberties  of  the  Peo¬ 
ple  made  by  the  good  Folks  of  thele  Parilhcs. 

St.  LAWRENCE  Jewry ,  St.  KATHERINE 
Coleman- ftreet y  St.  MART  in  Aldermanbury ,  and 
St.  MICHAEL  BASSISHAW.  Amidft  thele 
Parifhes  ftands  the  Guild-Hall  of  this  great  Me¬ 
tropolis,  wherein  is  contained  many  Courts  of  juft 
ftice  •,  but  there  is  one  in  particular  which  feems  tp 
have  the  faireft  Title  to  that  Charade r  5  this  is  cal¬ 
led  the  Court  of  ConfciencejNhztz  the  judges  (poor 
Gentlemen)  often  endanger  their  Hearing.  I  have 
known  a  Caule  for  Nine-pence  half-penny  carried 
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on  more  rigoroufly  between  Plantiff  and  'Defen¬ 
dant,  than  a  Suit  in  Chancery  for  ioooo  /.  This 
Court  has  a  greater  Power  than  moft  of  the  Su¬ 
perior  Courts,  as  having  a  Power  of  committing 
in  Execution,  and  from  which  no  Appeal  lieth. 
The  bare  mention  of  this  judicature  to  an  Offi¬ 
cer  of  either  Compter  is  enough.  And  I  have 
bear'd  it  faid,  that  at  the  time  of  the  P  reft  on 
Rebellion,  thefe  inoffenfive  Gentlemen  did  offer 
to  raife  a  Troop  of  Borfe  for  the  Service  of 
their  Country,  in  cafe  this  Court  might  be  abo- 
lifhed. 

I  have  not  faid  a  Word  of  the  numerous  Band 
of  Petticoat  Penfioners ,  who  are  at  this  time  in  the 
City  begetting  young  Merchants  and  Goldlmiths  ^ 
and  I  can  no  longer  forbear  acquainting  my  lbber 
Friends,  the  Citizens,  that  they  often  pay  extra¬ 
vagant  Wages  to  Journeymen  that  never  flood 
behind  their  Counters,  nor  let  Foot  within  their 
Ware-houfes  :  They  may  think  it  hard  to  pay 
an  honefl  Porter  Half  a  Crown,  to  lug  about  a 
Brown  Musket  for  them  when  the  Trained  Bands 
march  j  but  let  me  tell  them,  they  give  a  much 
greater  Gratuity  to  a  certain  fort  of  Swifter s ,  who 
come  from  Covent- Gar  den  and  the  Inns  of  Courts 
and  carry  Arms  in  their  ftead  on  another  Occa- 
fion. 

St.  MA  R  Tie  BO  IF, \  St.  PANC  RAS  Soper-- 
lane ,  and  A  L  L-HAL  LO  IF  S  Honey-lane ,  have 
remained  in  flri£l  Union  with  one  another  ever 
fince  the  2  3d  of  King  Charles  the  Second.  There  is 
a  certain  Draper  of  my  Acquaintance  who  has  co¬ 
habited  with  them  many  Years,  and  who  has  had 
all  the  natural  and  improv’d  Advantages  a  Trades¬ 
man  can  wiih  for,  being  bom  in  a  {harp  Air, 
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karn’d  to  lie  as  foon  as  he  could  fpeak,  and  to 
Cheatbefore  he  went  alone,  and  after  that,  educa¬ 
ted  feven  Years  behind  one  of  the  ancienteft  Cop¬ 
ters  in  the  City,  any  reafohable  Perfon  would 
believe  that  fiich  a  Man  fhould  be  Proof  againft 
the  Wiles  of  a  poor  weak  Woman  but  what  I 
am  going  to  relate  is  a  too  well  known  Truth  to 
all  his  Neighbours.  ’Twas  upon  a  certain  Day, 
that  a  Lady  very  richly  accouter’d,  made  a  pe¬ 
riod  in  a  Hackney  Coach  at  the  Shop  of  this 
fharp  Citizen,  where  after  fhe  had  fpent  the 
Afternoon  in  turning  over  his  whole  Stock,  and 
exclaiming  againft  his  frightful  Prices ,  and  after 
a  thoufand  Doubtings  and  Hefitations,  fix’d  her 
Determination  on  Hollands  and  Cambricks,  to 
the  V alue  of  above  i  oo  /.  and  then  with  a  pret¬ 
ty  Apology  for  Ladies  not  gadding  abroad  with 
iuch  a  Sum  in  their  Pockets,  invites  the  Citizen 
to  her  Husband’s  Houle  for  his  Payment,  and 
names  a  very  eminent  Surgeon  near  Covent-Gar - 
den :  The  Shopkeeper  and  his  Cuftomer  arrive 
together  in  a  Hack  at  the  Door ,  Madam  with 
a  very  free  Air  to  the  Servants,  orders  them  to 
fhew  him  into  a  Parlour,  while  herielf  goes  up 
Stairs  to  their  Mafter,  and  to  him  fhe  addrefies 
Jaerfelf  as  follows,  viz.  u  Dear  Doctor,  I  am  the 

cc  unfortunate  Wife  of  Mr. - ,  a  Linen  Draper 

cc  in  Cheapfide ,  who  by  Convention  with  lewd 
a  Wromen,  has  contracted  a  Venereal  Dileafe, 
“  and  is  below  waiting  for  the  beft  Advice  you 
u  are  able  to  aflift  him  with,  for  which  no  Re- 
c<  compence  fhall  be  wanting,  &cP  The  DoCtor 
invites  the  Draper  up  into  his  Confeftional }  in 
the  mean  time  Madam  mov’d  off  with  her  Booty, 
and  flte  has  not  been  feen,  known,  or  heard  of 
to  this  very  Day, 
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He  re  is  a  certain  Lady  I  know  this  Way, 
that  labours  to  feem  chafte,  and  the  Appearance 
of  Modefty  cofts  her  great  Pains  5  if  you  look  at 
her  fhe  frowns,  as  tho’  fhe  thought  the  Glance 
of  your  Eye  the  Prelude  to  a  Rape  \  and  if  you 
but  touch  her  Hand,  tho5  to  help  her  to  her 
Coach,  or  over  a  Channel,  fhe  ftarts  from  you, 
and  rebukes  you  with  a  ftrangenefs  of  Afpeft,  as 
if  you  carried  Temptation  and.  UnchafHty  on  your 
Fingers-ends.  When  you  mention  a  pair  of  Stock¬ 
ings,  fhe  fhifts  herfelf  in  her  Seat  *,  and  at  the 
name  of  a  Petticoat  fhe  leaves  the  Room  :  But 
with  all  this  Shinefs,  Froft,  and  Virtue,  which  are 
infeparable  from  her  at  Home  and  at  V ifits.  Coll. 
Strong-back ,  when  he  meets  her  at  her  Miliners 
in  Leaden-hall  Street ,  finds  her  as  willing  to  ffcrip 
at  Noon-day,  as  a  Guardian  is  to  cheat  his  Ward, 
or  a  Bride  to  be  put  to  Bed.  Her  Husband,  who 
is  an  honed:  tippling  Cit,  but  never  ferv’d  an  Ap- 
prentifhip  to  Wit  or  Plotting,  cries  that  his  Wife 
is  lo  damn’d  rigid  to  every  thing  which  wears  a 
Beard,  that  he  cannot  humour  his  Curiofity,  by 
tafting  the  Pleafure  or  Pain  of  Jealoufy.  At  this 
Madam  grunts  and  fhakes  her  Head,  and  re¬ 
proves  him  for  his  beaftly  T %lk  ^  adding,  that  were 
he  married  to  feme  vile  Woman.,  he  would  foon 
be  cur’d  of  his  Longing.  Hereupon,  the  quiet 
Chriftian  tells  her  with  a  Kifs,  that  fhe’s  a  little 
Fool and  knows  nothing  but  Ignorance  and  Vir¬ 
tue- 

St.  ANTHONY, \  vurgarly  St.  ANTHOLIN , 
St.  JOHN  BAPTIST  by  Dowgate .  As  Induf- 
try  has  been  the  Foundation  of  the  greateft  Part 
of  the  Wealth  acquired  in  this  mod:  opulent  and 
populous  City,  fome  of  the  larged:  Efiates  have 
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been  railed  from  the  leaf!  and  meaneft  Vocations. 
’Tis  within  the  Memory  of  Man,  when  a  Gentle¬ 
woman,  who  retail’d  Pippins  in  Stocks- Market ^ 
took  it  into  her  Head  to  be  Interred  in  State  from 
one  of  the  publick  Halls  of  this  City.  Our 
News-paper  but  the  other  Day,  rated  a  deceas’d 
j Rag- Merchant  at  40000  /.  And  not  many  Years 
hnce,  a  Finderb  ox-maker  arriv’d  at  the  Honour  of 
Knighthood  :  Nay,  there  is  a  certain  Flea- catcher 
in  this  Ward,  who  to  my  certain  Knowledge,  is 
capable  of  making  his  Daughter  a  10000  /.  For¬ 
tune  •,  and  ’tis  reported,  that  a  Sc — —  Nobleman 
has  an  itching  Inclination,  for  the  Lady. 

Besides  the  publick  Companies  of  Tra¬ 
ders  eflablilhed  by  Patents,  Charters,  &V.  there 
are  many  other  private  Companies,  who  have 
not,  as  yet,  been  admitted  on  the  Livery  j  this 
I  take  to  be  the  Cafe  of  the  Fire-makers^  who, 
befides  their  not  being  Free  of  the  City,  I  fup- 
pofe  it  was  the  Region  they  were  forced  to  exer- 
cife  their  Art  and  Myftery  the  laft  Year  in  the 
out-Parts,  as  at  Hendon  and  S unbury . 

Here  is  alio  a  Body  Corporate  for  cutting, 
burning,  and  otherwife  defacing  and  Ipoiling  all 
manner  of  wearing  Apparrel,  and  thele  are  out 
in  the  Evenings,  and  at  all  publick  Sights  and 
Procefiions,  with  their  Liquids,  Powders,  and 
other  neceffary  Implements  for  this  purpofe.  I 
fee  a  Fellow  feiz’d  by  a  Conftable  one  Night  in 
Cornhill  for  wilfully  letting  a  Spot  on  a  Lady’s 
fearlet  Riding-hood,  as  large  as  a  Full-Moon, 
and  the  Man  being  carried  before  a  Magiftrate, 
made  an  ingenuous  Confellion  of  his  Employment, 
and  declared  he  was  retain’d  by  the  Worfhipfi.il 
Company  of  Scowrers ,  who  allow’d  him  a  Stipend 
of  40/.  a  Year  for  fuch  Services. 
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The  Corporation  of  Corpfe-ft eaters^  I  am  told, 
fiipport  themfelves  and  Families  very  comforta¬ 
bly  *,  and  that  no  Body  fhould  be  furpriz’d,  or 
fearful  of  Death  at  the  name  of  Inch  a  Society, 
the  Refurredtions  in  St.  Saviours  and  St.  Giles1  s 
Church-yards,  are  memorable  Inftances  of  this 
laudable  Profeffion. 

I  muff  beg  leave  of  the  Worfhipful  the  Mat¬ 
ter,  Wardens,  and  Court  of  Affiftants,  of  the 
Company  of  Falfe  Pollers ,  to  inform  them,  that 
they  did  not  a£t  according  to  their  Charter,  when 
they  impos’d  upon  his  Grace7 s  Footman  at  the 
laft  Election,  by  alluring  poor  Ye  ague  ^  that  he 
was  qualify’d  to  Poll,  becauie  he  wore  a  Li¬ 
very. 

The  Parifhes  of  St.  MARY  WOOLNOYH , 
St.  MARY  WO OLCHURCHj  St.  EDMUND 
the  King)  and  ALL- HALLOWS  in  Lombard-Jireet , 
are  by  the  Peafants,  who  furjiilh  Stocks-Market 
with  Poultry  ’  and  Pot-herbs,  thought  to  be  the 
moil  wealthy  of  any  within  or  without  the  Walls 
of  London ;  which  reminds  me  of  an  antient  Pro¬ 
verb,  much  tiled  by  my  Grand-Mother,  viz.  Yhat 
all  is  not  Gold  that  glifters :  For  the  Inhabi¬ 
tants  here,  do  make  as  frequent  and  as  humble 
Appearances  in  the  London  Gazette  as  any  of  their 
Neighbours. 

Within  this  Precin£t,  to  the  everlafting  Ho¬ 
nour  of  Stock-Jobbing,  Hands  that  Den  of  Thieves y 
vulgarly  call’d  Change-Alley.  A  Foreigner  told 
me,  that  when  he  came  firft  into  England ,  he  ap¬ 
prehended  it  might  be  a  Place  appointed  for  the 
holding  of  religious  Controverfies  in,  on  feeing  fuch

There  was 
one  Mrs.  Lately ,  formerly  a  Sempftrefs  in  this 
Alley,  who  is  laid ’to  have  fold  her  Virginity 
nineteen  times  amongft  the  Jews,  and  had  ac¬ 
quir’d  a  handfom  Fortune*,  but,  poor  Gentlewo¬ 
man,  was  undone  again  by  the  unmerciful  Fall  of 
South-Sea.

Then  brisk  Lauretto  ftoop’d  his  youthful  Head 
Beneath  her  Thighs  it’s  there  with  Pleaiure  laid  ^ 
Secure  he  refts,  of  Dangers  not  afraid.

I F  we  look  back  in  to  the  original  State  of 
many  Things,  we  fhall  be  furpriz’d  to  find  the 
Improvements  they  have  undergone,  and  the  Gran¬ 
deur  they  have  attained  from  their  firft  low  be¬ 
ginnings.  Poetry  took  its  Rife  from  Hymns  and 
Proverbial  Sayings  ;  the  Majefty  of  Tragic  Heroes^ 
which  of  old  was  confined  in  Waggons,  now  vaunts 
at  Eafe  under  ftately  Roofs  :  Who  would  imagine 
that  the  vain  gaudy  Creature  Woman,  that  now 
triumphs  over  her  Mafter,  Man,  was  once  his 
obfequious  Hand-maid,  and  in  her  primitive  Na- 
kedneis,  wTas  proud  to  adminifter  to  his  Pleaiures  ? 
No  Hoops  or  Stays  fenc'd  her  from  his  rough  Em¬ 
braces  }  nor  was  fhe  then  taught  to  belie  the 
ftrong  Impulles  of  Nature,  or  efteemed  it  Mo- 
defty,  or  Virtue,  to  with-hold  her  Charms  from 
the  defiring  Lover. 

Coquetry  was  a  much  more  modern  Vice,  in¬ 
troduced  when  Altars  were  reared  to  their  Wor- 
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fliip,  and  thofe  coarfe  homely  Matrons  were  tranff 
formed  into  Goddejfes.  Farewel  the  Charms  of  I11- 
nocency,  and  that  lovely  Simplicity,  with  which 
Nature  had  cloath’d  them.  Thefe  God  defies  for¬ 
got  their  priftine  hate  of  Dependency  ,  long  Ser¬ 
vices,  Sighs  and  Proteftations,  were  now  the  on¬ 
ly  Means  of  making  Way  to  their  Favours.  Po¬ 
ets  with  florid  Compliments,  raifed  them  to  a  De¬ 
gree  of  Divinity,  that  the  Gods  often  forfook  the 
Heavenly  Manfions  to  be  happy  in  their  Arms, 
and  were  ingenious  in  contriving  the  Forms 
to  court  their  Miftreffes.  ’Twas  no*  Wonder 
then,  that  this  new-made  Idol  foon  abandon’d 
their  Fig-leaves ,  and  were  trick’d  up  in  all  the 
various  Colours  their  Fancies  could  invent  ,  all 
that  fhined  on  Shells  and  Rocks ,  were  brought 
from  far  j  half  Nature  labour’d  for  the  Embel- 
lifliment  of  their  Perfons  *,  the  Silk-worm  now 
Spins,  the  Sheep  bears  its  Fleece,  and  the  Leopard 
its  Skin,  for  this  Favourite  of  the  World.  Is  it 
eaiy  to  imagine  that  Wars  and  Diftra&ions  would 
arile  from  this  extravagant  Adoration,  and  Man¬ 
kind  be  feverely  punifhed  for  offering  up  Sacrifice 
to  a  falfe  Deity :  For  Women  were  framed  Subw 
jefts  to  our  Wills,  the  Property  of  our  Defires  ^ 
and  the  Drudgery  of  bearing  Children  was  im¬ 
paled  on  them  by  Nature.  By  gentle  Degrees 
they  refined  to  Cuckold  their  Husbands,  and  af¬ 
fected  Sovereignty  in  Domefticks ,  for  the  Man’s 
old  Charter ,  to  enjoy  her ,  and  abandon  her  at  Will , 
was  forfeited ,  fhe  was  incorporated  with  him, 
and  they  were  Fellow- fufferers  in  the  Marriage 
Warfare*  Even  in  thofe  elder  Times  they  adhe¬ 
red  fb  dole  to  the  rigid  Notions  of  the  matri¬ 
monial  Bond,  that  many  Nations  were  embroiled 
in  a  ten  Years  War,  to  bring  back  a  Lady  that

had  eloped  with  a  youthful  Adulterer.  This  I 
own  to  be  the  greateft  Inftance  of  Conjugal  Af¬ 
fection  that  I  ever  met  with  in  Record,  either 
Antient  or  Modern.  The  beauteous  Helen  feems 
to  have  fo  great  a  fimilitude  in  Manners  with 
many  of  the  Englijh  Women,  that  ’twill  appear 
an  ealy  Tranfition  to  come  down  from  thofe  Eoafts 
of  Antiquity,  and  fhew  by  what  Steps  and  Vari¬ 
ations  the  Britijh  Ladies  have  arrived  at  this  ex- 
ceftive  Politenefs  they  now  enjoy,  to  make  Feafts , 
and  fit  at  the  upper  end  of  the  Table,  feems  to 
have  been  the  utmofl  Ambition  of  our  Great- 
Grandmothers  j  they  laid  their  Prayers  in  their 
Clolets,  and  feldom  went  to  Churches  and  Play r 
HoufeSj  and  (as  we  of  a  more  Libertine  Age  term 
it)  fparkled  in  the  Ring :  The  very  Thoughts  of 
Mafquerades  would  have  put  them  into  a  Swoon ; 
and  the  Sight  of  Heddiger  would  have  terrify’d  them 
as  much  as  one  of  their  Church-yard  Spirits :  To 
have  expofed  to  every  Coxcomb’s  View  their  na¬ 
ked  Bofoms,  and  fhew  their  TafTel’d  Garters, 
would  have  been  a  Sin  equal  to  that  of  Witch¬ 
craft  :  Poor  infipid  Creatures  !  they  guarded  round 
their  fuelling  Breafts  with  an  odious  Rujfy  which 
their  Daughters  are  fb  kind  to  difclofe,  and 
good-naturedly  hang  out  the  Sign  to  invite  the 
Gazer  in  :  They  never  infixed  on  that  wicked  In¬ 
novation  called  Pin-Money  *,  for  they  had  no  o- 
ther  Expences  than  what  were  fupply’d  from  the 
Husband’s  Purfe :  To  lie  in  leparate  Beds,  with 
them,  was  downright  Atheifm  :  Their  Eyes  had 
not  been  taught  to  Roll,  and  were  Strangers  to 
thofe  evil  Praftifes  ufed  by  their  Daughters :  No 
Inftance  then  was  known  of  fuch  Ihamelels  Grati¬ 
fications  of  Luft,  to  prefer  Hircus  to  your  Arms, 
out  of  Malice  to  the  lovely  Ly fancier  •,  no,  then 
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the  Spindle  and  the  Loom  was  the  Education  of 
Princels’s  :  No  obffcene  Plays,  nor  Loves  of  Pluto 
and  Pro fer pine ,  were  beipoke  at  the  Defire  of  fe¬ 
deral  Ladies  of  Quality ,  but  now  thefe  Virtues 
of  our  elder  Matrons  are  exploded,  and  counted 
Ill-Breeding  but  to  know  them.  Your  Pin-money , 
(the  Parent  of  many  Ills)  at  prefent  procures 
Woman’s  whole  Utenfils,  Opera's^'  Mafquerades , 
a  Pew  in  a  Churchy  and  a  new  Gown,  and  Petti - 
coat .  Thele  are  indeed  the  mold  general  Expen- 
ces  in  the  Pin-money  Account  :>  but  could  we 
make  a- Scrutiny  into  the  ConduA  and  Employ¬ 
ment  of  that  Money,  we  Ihould  find  confiderable 
Sums  embezelled.  for  fecret  Services.  But  becaufe 
the  Catalogue  of  the  Expences  is  kept  .with  the 
greatefi:  privacy  ^  and  notwithfcanding  all  the  Pains 
I  have  taken  to  inlped  them,  could  never  obtain 
that  Favour  I  would  therefore  fuggefi:  to  my 
Readers  what  I  apprehend  to  be  the  mold  Mo- 
difh  Articles  in  that  Account.
